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RUMOR REVIVED OF ST. REGIS 
AND REMINGTON CO. MERGER 


Over a Year Ago Officers of the Two Concerns Admitted That 
They Had Been Conducting Negotiations Looking to the 
Formation of One Large Company That Would Handle 
the Mills of Both Firms, But for Some Reason the Deal 
Fell Through—If Deal Now Goes Through it Is Said 
the Concern Will Be Known as St. Regis Paper Co.— 
Aldrich Paper Co. to Rebuild Large, Modem Paper Mill. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT, ] 

Watertown, N. Y., September 20, 1920.—Revived again and 
more persistent than ever is the rumor that the mills of the Rem- 
ington Paper & Power Company and the St. Regis Paper Com- 
pany are to be merged into one gigantic concern which will be 
only’ second or third in size to the largest paper manufacturing 
company in the world. The officers of the two big companies 
are not admitting the renewal of negotiations which for months 
have been dropped, but from numerous sources come reports that 
the big merger is about to be culminated. 

Over a year ago the officers of the two companies admitted that 
they had been conducting negotiations looking to the formation of 
one large concern that would handle all the mills of both com- 
panies. For some reason the deal fell through and it was pub- 
licly announced that there would be no merger, Inquiry on 
the subject from time to time has always brought forth the in- 
formation that the merger idea had been forgotten. 


Understand Merger Is Assured 

The first intimation that the proposition had again been taken 
up and that the closing of the deal may be expected in the near 
future came to the city from New York by letter. Others in the 
city now claim that they understand the merger is assured. Of- 
ficers of the companies are not inclined to verify the reports. 

It is claimed that if and when the deal goes through the com- 
pany will be known as the St. Regis Paper Company and in all 
probability the stock of the big concern will be placed on the New 
York exchange. There will be a consolidation of management 
which will result in material saving in all managerial departments. 
Tt will also mean the pooling of large and important water powers 
which may be linked into a system that will ultimately mean much 
to Northern New York. 

The news print output of the St. Regis Paper Company mills 
at Deferiet, Kerrings and Black River is the largest of any con- 
cern in Northern New York and the Remington group of mills 


at Norwood, Norfolk and Raymondville follow a close second | 


in importance. 
also involved. 

It is expected that upon the perfection of the rumored merger 
the head offices of the company will remain in this city as is the 
case with both companies now. 


Aldrich Paper Co. to Build 

A large modernly constructed paper mill is to raise itself out of 
the ruins of the Aldrich Paper Company plant at Natural Dam 
near Gouverneur. President Nelson R. Caswell of the company 
said today that it had been definitely determined that the great 
water power there would not go to the Northern New York 
Utilities, Inc., under negotiations mentioned recently, but that 
either his company or other interests would in the near future 
build a paper mill there. He declined to say definitely as to the 
report of negotiations with other paper mill interests. 

Since the plant burned to the ground several weeks ago there 
have been various rumors afloat. J. B. Taylor, president of the 
Northern New York Utilities, Inc., of this city opened negotia-

tions for the power site of some 4,000 horsepower to link it up 
with his ever spreading chain of developments, It was said today 
that that deal completely fell through. It is understood that the 
price asked is considered too high by the local capitalist. 


Abundant Capital Interested 

It became apparent from the first that the owners of the property 
were not particularly anxious to sell out, and now it appears that 
they will return to the manufacture of paper. It is said that 
while the owners are abundantly able to finance the proposed big 
plant there are capitalists interested in the paper, manufacturing 
business who would take an interest in the company and assist 
in erecting one of the largest plants in the Empire State. 

The company owns 27,000 acres of valuable pulp wood lands 
in the Adirondacks so located that the wood may be floated down 
the river directly to the mill. There are thousands of cords of 
pulp wood already cut and ready for the drive. This is an ad- 
vantage for a paper mill that would not be available for any other 
industry. 

A fair sized mill is owned by the company at Emeryville, and 
this is now in full operation. 

President Caswell would not say when he expects to have the 
new plant ready for operation, but did say definitely that one 
would be erected. 


“The Print Paper Situation” 

Jason Rogers, publisher of the New York Globe, under the cap- 
tion “The Print Paper Situation,” prints the following signed 
advertisement in the current issue of The Fourth Estate: 

“To Newspaper Publishers: 

“Manufacturers have given notice of a reduction in supply to 
customers for 1921 exceeding 200,000 tons. 

“Foreign print paper is quoted at from 9 to 10 cents alongs.de 
dock, New York, C.F. 

“Domestic and Canadian spot paper is quoted from 10 to 12% 
cents F.O.B. mill. 

“There is every reason to believe that the manufacturers are 
going to try to make 8 cents a pound the minimum price for 
1921. 

“There is no shortage of stumpage, 

“There is and will be an artificial shortage of mechanical equip- 
ment to make paper. 

“Present prices are absolutely unjustified. 

“T am going forward with new mill construction plans as pro- 
viding the only way out. 

“IT have now on hand and am assured ten year contracts for 
upwards of 200 tons a day. 

“Publishers who realize the seriousness of the hour will do well 
to send along their contracts and thus secure independence a few 
months hence. 

“[T am working entirely independent of associations or cor- 
porations for the well being of the newspaper industry. 

“I will protect all signers from exposure to any possible re- 
prisal by keeping identities absolutely confidential,

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WISCONSIN TISSUE MILLS 
REFLECT GREAT PROSPERITY 


Northern Paper Mills Co., Green Bay, Has Just Completed 
Biggest Year in its History and Has Started Plans for 
Vast Expansion—Marinette and Menominee Paper Co. 
Contemplates Many Improvements and Enlargements— 
Hoskins-Morainville Is Hastening Its New Mill to Com- 
pletion—Ahdawagam Paper Products Co. Is Completing 
Installation of Corrugated Box Board Machine. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

APPLETON, Wis., September 21, 1920.—Prosperity of paper mills 
making tissues and toweling papers is indicated in the action of 
the Northérn Paper Mills Company of Green Bay which has in- 
creased its capital stock from $500,000 to $2,000,000, primarily to 
declare a 100 per cent stock dividend. The company has just com- 
pleted its greatest year since organization and has started plans 
for a vast expansion. The biggest project will be the construction 
of soda pulp mill at Ontonogon, Mich. It was said at the office 
of the company, however, that the stock increase has no connec- 
tion with the new building project. 


The growth of the Northern Paper Mills Company the last 


year has been amazing. It has added several new specialties to 
its output and its extensive advertising campaign has opened much 
new territory. A large addition to the mill is now being com- 
pleted and other enlargements are contemplated. Its ground wood 
mill is about completed. Officials of the company believe that the 
coming year will set a new mark in prosperity. The company 
has enough orders on its books to keep it in operation for months 
and there is no sign of a slackening up of demand. 


Marinette and Menominee Improvements 


Many new improvements and enlargements are contemplated 
at the plant of the Marinette and Menominee Paper Company 
but are not yet ready for announcement, according to J. H. Del- 
bridge, president. The mills are owned by the Continental Bag 
and Paper Company of New York, 

An installation of another digester in the Park mills is contem- 
plated for the immediate future, Mr. Delbridge said. Construc- 
tion crews will be kept busy on new work for many months but 
company officials have declined to tell what they will be. 

The company is now erecting an office building, 80 feet long 
by 40 feet wide, which should be completed in a few months. The 
structure is of concrete. Work on the new concrete dam at the 
Park Mills will be completed about November 1, it was said. 

Progress on Hoskins-Morainville Mill 

Rapid progress is made on the new mill of the Hoskins-Morain- 
ville Paper Company in Menominee, Mich. Contractors expect 
to have the main building under roof by November 1 and the ma- 
chinery installed by February 1. The company will soon begin 
driving piles and filling in along the building in order to straighten 
out the river. The big mill is located very advantageously, ac- 
cording to papermill men. 

Ahdawagam Co. Improvements 


Iniallation of a corrugated box board machine is about com- 
pleted in the plant of the Ahdawagam Paper Products Company 
at Wisconsin Rapids. The machine was ordered more than a year 
ago from the Samuel Langston Company, of Camden, N. J. It 
is nine feet wide and 60 feet long, extremely heavy. Fifteen 
more hands will be employed when the machine is in operation. 

The demand for paper box cartons, shipping boxes and cor- 
rugated boxes is constantly increasing, according to Manager 
George LaBour of the Ahdawagam company. High freight rates 
are forcing shippers to use lighter containers for their products, 


it was said. The Ahdawagam company’s corrugated beard, is 
made of a heavy test ‘liner, manufactured by the Consolidated 
Water Power and Paper Company, and strawboard. 


Dan O’Connell Resigns 


Dan O’Connell, superintendent of the Northern Paper Mills at 
Green Bay for ten years, has resigned to become superintendent 
of the Peshtigo Fibre Company, it was announced last’ week. 
The Peshtigo mill will be running “shortly after the beginning of 
next year. 

Plans for Eau Claire Paper Mfg. Co. 


Preparations are almost complete for taking over the filter paper 
plant at Eau Claire, Wis., by the newly organized Eau Claire 
Paper Manufacturing Company. Plans are also being completed 
for expansion into one of the largest filter paper plants in the 
country, Water power is to be acquired and extensive develop- 
ment is contemplated. The company is facing splendid. pras- 
pects inasmuch as much of the filter paper is imported from 
abroad. The Eau Claire plant was built some years ago but. is 
much too small to take care of the business. 


Gilbert Paper Co. Expansion 


A mortgage for $500,000 on the Gilbert Paper Company’s plant 
in Menasha has been given to the First Wisconsin Trust Company 
of Milwaukee. The instrument was one of the most important 
filed in Wisconsin in several months. The money will be used 
to pay for improvements and enlargements in plant and equipment 
which have been under way for some time. A new paper machine 
is to be installed, the finishing room is to be made larger and 
many other improvements are being made, The plant, when 
completed, will be one of the most modern in the middle west.

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NEW YORK SUPERINTENDENTS 
MEET AT GLENS FALLS, N. Y. 


Meeting of the Northern New York Division of the American 
Pulp and Paper Mill Superintendents’ Association Is 
Well Attended and Is a Big Success in Every Respect— 
Visit Mill of Finch, Pruyn & Co., and Observe New 
Felt Cleaning Process—lInteresting and Helpful Papers 
Presented—Next Meeting of the Association at Utica— 
Members and Guests Present. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Giens Faris, N. Y., September 20, 1920—The Northern New 
York Division of the American Pulp and Paper Mill Superintend- 
ents’ Association held a well attended and very successful meeting 
in every respect here on Wednesday of last week, 

After assembling at the Hotel Rockwell in the forenoon the 
members and guests proceded to the mill of Finch, Pruyn & Co., 
which was thoroughly inspected. The superintendents found es- 
pecially interesting the new felt cleaning device recently put in 
operation in this mill. This new proces§ makes possible a consid- 
erable increase in the production per day and was observed by 
the superintendents with great interest. 


C. T. Jewell Presides 


At the conclusion of the mill visitation luncheon was served 
in the Service Building after which the business session was 
opened. C, T. Jewell, chairman of the Northern New York Di- 
vision, presided and told of the satisfactory progress that had been 
made by both the local and the national associations since their 
organizations. 

Remarks by Mr. Massey 


The chairman then introduced Peter J. Massey, secretary of the 
National Association of Chicago. Mr. Massey referred to the 
emblem of the association which shows the superintendent as the 
arch of the keystone in the paper and pulp industry. He said that 
the business of the superintendent was concerned with production 
and management and said that the superintendents’ association was 
certain to. grow in strength continually because it filled a need in the 
paper industry and insured progress in the art of paper making. 
Mr. Massey pointed out that while there were only twenty-two 
superintendents at the organization meeting held about a year and 
a half ago at Hamilton, there are at present more than four hun- 
dred members in the organization. Mr. Massey spoke about the 
program which has been arranged for the big national meeting 
to be held in Chicago on November 12 and 13 in conjunction with 
the convention of the American Pulp and Paper Manufacturers’ 
Association. Mr. Massey said that the morning of the first day 
of the big confertnce in Chicago of superintendents would be de- 
voted to general discussions of interest to all superintendents. The 
afternoon will be taken up by sight seeing in Chicago. On the sec- 
ond day, the conference of the superintendents will be divided up. 
The superintendents of board mills will hold one meeting, the 
chemical pulp superintendents will hold another, and the superin- 
tendents in news print and book mills will hold a meeting in con- 
junction with the superintendents in printing and lithographic es- 
tablishments. 

Lighting Pulp and Paper Mills 

H. T. Spaulding, engineer of the National Lamp Works next 
gave an interesting talk on the lighting of pulp and paper mills to 
insure increased production and decreased accidents. Thomas 
F. Herberly, superintendent of the Schmidt & Ault Paper Com- 
pany of York, Pa., next presented a paper on “Pitch in Waste Pa- 
per” which is printed elsewhere in this issue. This was followed 
by a discussion by the superintendents. 
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Pitch in Sulphite Pulp 


The next paper was “Pitch in Sulphite Pulp,” by C. R. 
Outterson, In the absence of Mr. Outterson this was. read 
by T. H. Hammond as follows: 

“There is no excuse for continual or frequent occurrence of 
large quantities of pitch in sulphite pulp when the ordinary woods, 
balsam, fir, hemlock, spruce and tamarack, are used. However, 
nearly all wood contains some pitch, and the pulp may or may not 
hold an amount sufficient to cause trouble, depending on the degree 
to which it has been affected by the variables which assist its 
presence in the pulp. 

“As a rule, pitch does not seem to occur day in and day out, 
but appears suddenly and without warning. It also has the peculiar 
property of disappearing just as suddenly as it appears. 

“When well dried wood is used it is very rare that trouble is 
experienced, But it sometimes becomes necessary for a mill to 
use balsam, fir or spryce freshly cut since there is a considerably 
higher proportion of pitch in green wood than there is in the 
seasoned, it is evident that the conditions which are suitable for 
the seasoned wood may not be satisfactry for the more pitchy 
wood. Thus, when things are running along smoothly on dry 
wood a sudden change on to green wood often results in pitch 
troubles. : 

“The conditions which tend to increase the pitch content of the 
pulp are well understood throughout the industry and the neces- 
sary precautions are usually taken wherever the wood used is 
hikely to require it. 

“Among these probably the most serious source of pitch consists 
in bringing the temperature of the cook up too rapidly before 
the chips have been well penetrated by the cooking liquors. Heat 
under these conditions frees the pitch and it then collects together 
somewhat. A similar case is found in the ground wood department, 
where pitch troubles are sometimes eliminated by lowering the 
temperature of grinding. 

“Another possible source exists in the formation of sulphate 
of lime, which occurs in small particles in the finished acid. It is 
caused in several ways in the acid plant by aid of leaks, sublima- 
tion and incomplete combustion, all of which gives sulphur triox- 
ide and later result in the formation of the insoluble sulphate, It 
has been suggested that these small particles might provide the 
nucleus to which globules of pitch could collect. In this way 
quantities of pitch which otherwise are harmless in a finely di- 
vided state, by collecting together become objectionable. 

“The washing of the pulp in the blowpit has a tremendous effect 
upon its qualities for many purposes. Over one-half of the weight 
of the wood is dissolved in cooking, and it is at this point that 
the seperation of nearly pure cellulose from the other products 
takes place. This process deserves close attention and it is fre- 
quently neglected. The use of warm water for washing pulp has 
been tried with good results in respect to preparing the pulp for 
bleaching as well as for removing the pitch more completely. 
Cases often occur wheré one cook is blown on top of another 
one and the drainage is very incomplete. On numerous occasions 
the occurrence of the pitch in sulphite has been traced to this 
cause. At one mill, where great trouble had been experienced with 
pitch, it was found that the trouble entirely disappeared when the 
accumulation of spruce turpentine on the top of the acid in the 
storage tanks was regularly removed. Spruce turpentine is dis- 
tilled from a digester during the process of cooking and passes 
through the cooler and is condensed and it finally collects on the 
top of the acid in the tank which is least disturbed.” 

* An unusually interesting description was next given of the man- 
ufacture of papermakers’ felt by Walter Rooney of the Albany 
Felt Company. 

Life and Use of Wires

Mass., read a paper on the “Life and Use of Wires,” which fol- 
lows: 

“When I was at your Syracuse meeting the chairman of your 
entertainment committee or rather ‘amusement’ committee sug- 
gested that it would be a good stunt if I would speak on wires at 
your Glens Falls méeting, and I suggested that it would not, and, 
to make sure that he understood it, I wrote him a letter telling 
him that there was nothing doing about my talk on wires, 

“Now, Mr. Chairman, if what I say to you today has as much 
effect as my letter to your chairman of the program committee, 
then it would be better if I did like the man at the prayer meeting, 
who was not accustomed to attend anything of this kind, and when 
the leader called upon him to lead in prayer, quite embarrassed he 
arose and said, ‘Let us have silent prayer.’ So I think it will be 
better if we have a silent talk on wires. 

“But there is one thing that I do wish to say, and that is a 
personal appeal to you for cooperation between the superintendent 
and the wire man, and not only the wire man, but the felt man or 
any other line that goes into the manufacture of paper. 

“For twenty-four years I have traveled from one mill to the 
other, not only working in the mills, but having the excellent 
opportunity of talking with hundreds of superintendents, some of 
them here today and everything I know about wires or paper 
making I have learned by talking things over with men at that 
end of the business. In doing that, Mr. President and gentlemen, 
I have picked up a lot of valuable information for myself at least, 
information that I believe anyone can obtain by talking matters 
over, one with another, And it is something I am sure not any 
of us will accomplish by putting it up to the other party that his 
wires must be wrong or his felts or whatever it may be, and not 
be willing to meet him half way and see if possibly the trouble was 
not right in your mill or on your machine. 

“So often we hear it said, like we did at the Buffalo meeting, 
that when you are able to make a jacket like the Mitchel jacket, let 
us know. Not but what the Mitchel jacket may be all right so 
far as I know, but we hear that remark made so many times in 
reference to wires and in other lines that it seems to be a sort of 
term that is used when one is short of anything else to say. 

“Especially do we hear it said sometimes that when you can 
make a wire that can run on our machine, then we will give you 
an order, Do you know that I believe that the paper manufacturer 
and superintendent are just as great losers and more so by that 
remark than the wire man? For naturally the wire man will go 
home and possibly will never return to that mill again to attempt 
to talk wires, when by a little cooperation on the part of the super- 
inendent and the wire man together and by talking things over 
they both might come to some decision that neither had ever 
thought of before. 

“T have had cases where the wire had twisted around on the 
cylinder mould, and if I suggested possibly the cylinder turned 
hard or the couch roll was out of line, I have been told that neither 
was the case, that the couch roll was perfectly in line and the 
cylinder mould you could turn with one hand. 

“Ordinarily when I am told that I do not try to make any 
contradiction or further suggestion because in my experience I do 
not think it is wise to try to tell someone a thing when he tells 
you to the contrary. 

“Now the greatest abuse of wires in my mind is the excessive 
use of acids. This I hope will be eliminated with your coopera- 
tion. Acid, as you know, is used to a great extent to clean wires 
instead of using a strong shower of water or one of the devices 
which enable you to clean a wire with steam while the machine is 
running. ; 

“Other abuses which are very usual, especially on cylinder ma- 


chines, are caused by the couches getting out of line an forcing 
the wire off the end of the cylinder, or by the cylinder crowding 
up among the vat, causing it to turn hard, The cause of this is 
usually the absence of collars or shoulders on the journal allow- 
ing the cylinder to run against the end of the vat. I believe that 
if particular attention is paid to keep rolls in line that this par- 
ticular abuse will be eliminated to a great extent. 

“On Fourdrinier machines I have noticed that a great many 
times, owing to excessive suction placed on the wires, that the 
bottom roll slips inside of the wire causing the wire to be worn 
in places, especially where there is an imperfection in the wire, 
such as being wrinkled by handling. To prevent this, I will recom- 
mend using a wire with meshes better adapted to the stock used, 
that would take care of the water without using excessive suc- 
tion. I also believe that the stretch rolls should be stiff enough 
to allow the wire to be jacked down to prevent the slipping. 

“In conclusion I would like to say that many wire troubles would 
be eliminated if the superintendent wamld tell the wire man exactly 
what his conditions are and what his troubles are.

MAKES AN UNUSUAL SHOWING 


Earnings Are Shown at the Rate of Approximately 10/4 Per 
Cent Per Annum on the Tripled Capitalization of the New 
Company—St. Maurice Paper Co. Is Dealt in for the 
First Time on the Montreal Stock Exchange—Southern 
Labrador Pulp and Paper Co. Is Organized, With the 
Idea of Installing a 400-Ton Pulp Mill—New Bruns- 
wick Will Welcome Paper Firms.

MontTREAL, Que., September 21, 1920.—At the annual meeting of 
the Laurentide Company, Limited, held in Montreal today, a most 
satisfactory report was presented. It showed earnings at the rate 
of approximately 10% per cent per annum on the tripled capitali- 
zation of the new company, The figures also showed that in the 
six months ending June 30, last, the total income amounted to 
$2,566,673, or only $389,305 less than for the full fiscal year of 
1918-19. After all deductions, including interest charges, deprecia- 
tion and war tax provisions, there remained a balance applicable 
to the tripled capitalization of the company, which now amounts 
to $28,800,000, of the sum of $1,499,538, or equal to 5.2 per cent 
for the half year. 

This showing is in line with the consistent record of progress ot 
the Laurentide Company. The following details of the net earn- 
ings and percentages earned on the Laurentide securities during 
the past fifteen years shows what the company has done in this 
connection.

The excellent showing in the present balance sheet is made 
despite a more generous allowance for depreciation and depletion 
for which $482,686 was appropriated out of the earnings of the 
half year, compared with $505,395 for the full 1918-19 period and 
$271,883 in the preceding twelve months. Reserve for business 
profits tax, also, was increased by $40,000 to $280,000 for the six 
months. e 

Among the conspicuous changes on,the liability side in the bal- 
ance sheet is an item of $2,812,859 representing advances from 
the company’s bankers. A year ago there was no indebtedness: of 
this nature shown, the changed position in this respect being due 
to the extensive additions and improvements already effected or 
now under way at the Grand "Mere plant, where new paper-mak- 
ing machinery alone involving the expenditure of considerably in 
excess of $2,000,000 is being installed. In this connection, Mr. Cha- 
hoon, the president stated in his report to the shareholders: 

“Your directors deemed it wise to enlarge the capacity of the 


plant by installing two new paper machines with additional pulp 
capacity, I am pleased to report favorable progress on these 
extensions, and predict that the new units will be completed and 
in operation by January 1, 1921.” 

The capacity of the mills will be increased to 435 tons of paper 
per day, 375 tons of which will be news print. 


Another Paper Stock Listed 


Still another paper issue, St. Maurice Paper common, made its 
debut on the Montreal Stock Exchange last week, the initial deal- 
ings in the securities taking place on Friday. Some 60 per cent. 
of the stock of the St. Maurice enterprise is owned by the Union 
Bag & Paper Company, so that the floating supply of the shares 
is a restricted one, St. Maurice Paper was prominent some little 
time ago in curb dealings here, and was dealt in on the unlisted 
department of the Stock Exchange at 140. The shares thus took 
their market position as ranking with the higher-priced ones of the 
pulp and paper group. The shares are on an 8 per cent dividend 
basis, but there was paid in May last a cash bonus of 5 per cent. 
to shareholders. 

Big Pulp Mill for Labrador 


Major Daniel Owen, who was a member of the expedit‘onary 
paity which made an aerial survey of Southern Labrador about 
a year ago, was in Montreal this week. It is said that as a result 
of his survey, a new company has been organized, known as the 
Southern Labrador Pulp and Paper Company, in which American, 
capital has been enlisted, with the idea of installing a 400-ton pulp 
mill with four saw mill units of 50,000 feet per day capacity, to 
exploit this great Labrador timber reserve and bring its pro- 
ductivity into the markeis of the world. Major Owen says that 
there is assurance in the statement that operations will be begun 
hae next year, The scheme provides for the location of the pulp 
mill on the Alexis River, with power developed from the falls 
of the Gilbert River, which also flows through the territory. 
James Munroe, president of the Canadian Cordage Company, 
and director of the Imperial Tobacco Company, of Newfoundland, 
is a member of the new company which has been promoted by 
W. F. O’Connor, formerly chairman of the Board of Commerce. 

Major Owen, in speaking of the Labrador timber area involved 
in this project, says that the old superstition of barren lands had 
been dissipated by the aerial expedition which he accompanied. 
Once beyond the rocky belt of the shore line, the area is all virgin 
timber, without a barren spot. It is estimated that there is suf- 
ficient forest to keep the proposed pulp mill going in perpetuity. 
Niney per cent of the timber is spruce, which owing to natural 
conditions, is harder and firmer than the spruce of more southerly 
latitudes and yields more pulp to the ton. He says that every 
conceivable test has been applied to determine the quality of the 
timber, as well as its quantity, and that American analysts have 
pronounced the Labrador spruce equal to producing the finest 
pulp in the world. 

Fighting the Spruce Bud Worm 

The airplane, or rather the flying boat, has been called into play 
against the ravages of the spruce bud worm with good results, 
officials of the Dominion Forestry Department reaching the scene 
of operations against this pest in record time after the outbreak 
in the north was reported. Accompanied by Clyde Leavitt, chief 
forester of the Commission of Conservation, arid Dr. Swayne of 
the Agriculture Department, Col. R. Leckie, of the Air Board, left 
Ottawa at 11 o’clock for Haileybury, where the spruce bud worm 
was reported to be causing heavy damage to the forests around 
Lake Temiskaming, The Ottawa River was followed as far as 
Mattawa and an inspection of the forests was made from the air 
as the journey progressed. North Bay was reached at 2:15 P. M. 
and a halt was made for lunch and re-fueling the plane. Leaving 
North Bay an hour later, the party arrived at Haileybury at five

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o'clock having covered approximately 350 miles in their journey. 
Leaving the plane and pilot at Haileybury, Col., Leckie boarded 
a train at 5:15 and by traveling all night reached Ottawa again 
at 6:40 next morning, The damage caused to spruce trees by the 
bud worm could be seen from the air as the plane journeyed over 
the forests around Lake Temiskaming, Col. Leckie stated, and 
the plane was left there-for further forestry research work. 


Pulp Mill Development in British Columbia 


The Board of Trade of Nelson, B. C., has been energetically 
working to get a pulp plant established in the vicinity and if an 
existing company does not come in to commence operations there 
it is possible that a local company will be formed with a large 
number of citizens as small shareholders to finance the project. 
The location is an ideal one furnishing a large supply of the 
raw material, having an abundance of water, and transportation 
facilities that needed but little adjusting. 

The announcement is made by Hon, T. D. Patullo, Minister of 
Lands, British Columbia, that a large pulp and paper making 
plant will probably be established at Prince George, B. C., as a 
result of extensive investigations this summer by eastern concerns 
of the immense stands of spruce and balsam about the city.

New Company Welcome in New Brunswick 


“Any companies whether British, Canadian, or American which 
have a proposition to develop pulp and paper enterprises in New 
Brunswick will receive every encouragement from the provincial 
government,” says Premier Foster. “Our general policy towards 
pulp and paper enterprises is embodied in the statutes of the 
province, and provides for the granting of licenses to cut on the 
Crown lands for the purpose of manufacturing pulp and paper un- 
der what are very reasonable terms. These licenses extend for a 
period of thirty years and may be renewed for another twenty.” 


Manitoba’s Pulp Resources 


Pulp resources in northeastern Manitoba will constitute a large 
source of future supply according to the inspector of Dominion 
forest reserves who recently made a survey. He reports that a 
good quality of spruce is found which would make excellent pulp 
but there is no outlet at the present time for the finished product. 


Limits to Pulp Companies 


A despatch from Newfoundland states that the Legislature had 
made important grants of timber to two pulp and paper manu- 
facturing companies, one British and the other Norwegian. Mills 
of the British Concern will be located at Bonne Bay, half way up 
the west coast. Bonavista Bay, on the east coast is to be the site 
of the Norwegian company’s mill. Negotiations are also under 
way looking forward towards exploiting large tracts of spruce 
on the south coast. The extensive timber holdings of the Reid- 
Newfoundland Company, obtained as part of their compensation 
from the Government for opening up a large part of the colony 
with a railway line, also are expected to be utilized for pulp-mak- 
ing in the near future. Still another project in contemplation is 
the establishment of paper and pulp mills, saw mills and veneer 
mills for the manufacture of birch into boxes and barrels at St. 
Georges, on the West coast. 

The company promoting the St, Georges enterprise is com- 
posed of British and American capitalists, who control 1,500 square 
miles of timberland in that vicinity and 1,000 square miles border- 
ing on Grand Lake, the largest body of water in the colony. The 
upper end of the lake has direct rail connection with St. Georges.

H. Biermans, general manager of the Belgo-Canadian Pulp and 
Paper Company, and J. A. Bothwell, general manager of the 
Brompton Pulp and Paper Company, are returning to Canada this 
week, They have spent the summer in Europe, mostly in Scandi- 
navia studying conditions in the pulp and paper industry, 


English Publishers Visit Chicoutimi 


A visit to Chicoutimi was paid last week by Lord Burnham, 
proprietor of the London Daily News; Sir Fred Newnes, 
head of George Newnes, Limited, London; and Sir Emsley Carr, 
editor and part-proprietor of the News of the World, and chair- 
man of the Western Mail, Cardiff. The visitors had come to 
Canada to attend the Imperial Press Conference and stopped off 
on their return to look over the Chicoutimi Pulp Company’s plants, 
presumably in connection with the proposal made by Mr. Becker 
of London, who is very largely interested in the company, that the 
British publishers become financially interested with a view to con- 
trolling output for the United Kingdom. 


Belgo-Canadian Reorganization 


In connection with the reorganization of the Belgo-Canadian 
Pulp and Paper Company, so as to make it a Canadian company 
operated under the Canadian charter, it is rumored that J. E. 
Aldred, of New York, the head of the Shawinigan Water and 
Power Company, of Shawinigan Falls, may become heavily inter- 
ested in the company and take over its direction. It is stated that 
there have been negotiations with a view to the Belgo-Canadian 
amalgamating with the Laurentide Company, but that the possi- 
bilities now are that it will remain a separate organization. 


Holyoke Concerned by Coal Supply 

Hotyoke, Mass., September 20, 1920.—The suspension of the 
order providing for priority of shipment of coal by water to 
New England by the Interstate Commerce Commission Friday 
last is being received with misgivings by Holyoke paper manu- 
facturers. P. J. Dowd, manager of the Holyoke Traffic Bureau 
characterizes the move as “a mistake.” 

“Practically all of the coal coming into Holyoke is by water 
and rail,” he said. “There is comparatively very little all rail 
coal being received here. While conditions are better than they 
were a few months ago the paper mills do not average four weeks 
supply on hand. In normal times they used to carry at this 
time of the year from sixty days to four months ahead.” 

The reason advanced by the commission is said to be that a 
thorough review of the coal situation in New England showed 
that the coal situation had improved sufficiently to make this 
emergency order no longer necessary. Whether the priority order 
will be restored later will depend upon the future of coal pro- 
duction and movement, the commissioners stated. 

Transportation conditions continue to gradually improve and 
embargoes are being removed. Water conditions are excellent 
and the demand for paper of all grades exceeds the supply and 
prices are being firmly held,

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PAPER DEMAND IN TORONTO 
IS SOMEWHAT LESS ACTIVE 


Mills, However, All Are Busy and Are Not Worrying About 
the Temporary Condition of Affairs—Increase of 40 Per 
Cent in Railway Freight Rates, Which Has Just Gone 
Into Effect, Will Mean That Paper Will Cost the Jobbers 
and Large Consumers More Money, as All Consignments 
Are Made F. O. B. Mill—Demand for Rags and Paper 
Stocks of All Kinds Is Brisk and Supplies Are Short. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ontario, September 20, 1920—Business in the paper 
line has fallen off somewhat during the past few days so far as 
miscellaneous orders are concerned but the mills are all busy 
filling contracts and are not worrying about the temporary con- 
dition of affairs. Prices are holding firm and jobbers are getting 
a little better deliveries. The increase of forty per cent in rail- 
way freight rates, which went into effect during the past week 
will mean that the supplies ordered from the mills will cost the 
jobbers and large consumers more as all consignments are sold 
f.o.b., mill. On the other hand, mills have to pay the increase on 
raw materials to their plants, but it is understood, that they 
will for the present assume this extra outlay in freight. What 
may be done later on remains to be seen. There is a disposition 
just now, which is applicable to all industries, not to elevate quota- 
tions. The feeling is abroad that any revision should be in a 
downward direction. 

The demand for rags and paper stock of all kinds is brisk and 
supplies are short. Prices are firm but dealers say that collections 
are not improving at this season of the year the same as they 
should. 

The re-sale price on kraft has been raised half a cent and now 
fs sold in ton lots to consumers at twelve and a half cents, with 
a corresponding raise in less than this quantity, 

The demand for board of all kinds has fallen of somewhat dur- 
ing the past few weeks and the mills are gradually catching up 
with production, although some are two months behind yet. 
Prices on all lines of board remain stiff. Paper box factories are 
not as rushed as they were some time ago, but are still active 
with work enough ahead in several plants to last for a considerable 
period. 

There has been an advance of five per cent in the price of ship- 
ping tags which now sell to jobbers from $1.60 per thousand for 
No. 1 up to $4.54 per thousand for No. 8 size. 


Got Pulpwood Concession Without Tender 

At a recent sitting of the timber commission which is inquiring 
into the administration of the timber and pulpwood lands of the 
government of Ontario, it was stated that four members of the 
late Legislature had obained valuable concessions in the township 
of Shenston. They had formed the Monteith Pulp and Timber 
Company. The concession was granted to the members without 
tenders or advertisement. It happened that the whole four con- 
cessionaires went down to defeat in the late election. The new 
members of the Ontario Legislature were strangers to them and 
the concession was cancelled in April last. The members had 
not got any pulpwood off their timber limit. 


Will Double Output of New Plant 


The contract for erecting the new fifty ton mechanical pulp 
mill at Nipigon, Ont., has been awarded to the Thunder Bay 
Harbor Improvement Company, Limited, of which J. A. Little 
is President. , It is the intention of Nipigon Fiber and Paper Mills, 
Limited, to increase their output to one hundred tons by January, 
1922, and later on to erect a sulphite and a news print mill. It 


is understood that the company own and control enough wood 
to keep a hundred ton pulp mill supplied for twenty years. 


Spruce Bud Worm Is Destructive 

According to word received from the Cobalt district, the spruce 
bud worm has entered the forests of Northern Ontario and 
threatens the standing balsam and spruce. There are really myriads 
of caterpillars, which devour the foliage. To trace the pathway 
of the pest a Dominion seaplane with forestry officers and en- 
tomologists has reached Cobalt to make a study of the situation 
and at the same time make a survey of the forest resources of 
the province. The trip from Ottawa to Cobalt was made in 
five hours actual flying, and at an average of over sixty-five miles 
an hour. It is hoped to be able to trace the bud worm from the 
air and then advise the timber operators of the rate and direction 
of the spread, that they may be able to salvage the timber in 
advance of the outbreak. F 


Mr. Foulis Returns from Scotland 

R. B. Foulis, who is supetintendent of the coated paper plant 
of the Provincial Paper Mills Company, at Georgetown, Ont., has 
returned from a three months’ trip to Scotland with his wife and 
family. He visited the scenes of his old home and states there is 
a great deal of unrest and labor trouble among the paper mills 
of the land of cakes. Book and coated paper plants are not pro- 
ducing to nearly their normal capacity, owing to the incessant de- 
mands made by labor and in some of the big mills only one or 
two machines are running. Mr. Foulis says the same state of 
affairs is prevalent in a great number of other industries, and 
conditions generally are badly upset, 


Company Increases Dividend Returns 

The directors of the F. N. Burt Company, Limited, Toronto, 
at a recent meeting decided to increase the dividend on the com- 
mon stock from eight to ten per cent per annum. The immediate 
decision comes in the declaration of a dividend for the current 
quarter of two and one-half per cent instead of two per cent. Some 
time ago it was announced that the company would pay its divi- 
dend in New York funds and that provision will make the distri- 
bution to Canadian shareholders, which comprise about half the 
total stockholders, equivalent to about eleven per cent including 
the exchange. As the preferred and common stocks of the Burt 
Company are convertible, the directors in fairness to the holders 
of preferred, have given them until October 15, to take advantage 
of the increased dividend on common by converting into the 
junior security. The dividend on the preferred is seven per cent 
or one and three quarter per cent quarterly. S, J. Moore, of 
Toronto, president of the company, which manufactures counter 
checks, books and other allied lines, states that the profits are 
running at least equal to those of last year. 


Raw Materials Hard to Obtain 


C. Howard Smith, President of the Howard Smith Paper Mills, 
Montreal, was in Toronto during the past week, states that the 
general business outlook is good and that the main thing is to 
have the people work and produce. “I am,” he continued, “satis- 
fied that there is a tremendous shortage of commodities in the 
world and it will be a long time before production fills up the 
void created by the war. Stable conditions are what we need in 
Canada and if we can be assured of a permanent policy toward 
manufacturers and producers generally, I feel sure that we are 
on the eve of far greater prosperity than we have ever had.” 
Referring to the plants of his company at Cornwall, Beauharnois 
and Crabtree Mills, Que., Mr. Smith stated they were all runn’ng 
to capacity on bond and high grade writing papers. The company 
had a great deal of export business before it, but had made it a 
principle to look after the requirements of the Canadian market 
first. In certain lines from the new machine of the company 
at Beauharnois, a considerable quantity of tonnage had been

exported. Mr. Smith added that the raw materials market was 
in a chaotic state. Materials are scarce and high in price. The 
company recently acquired extensive timber limits and is increasing 
the capacity of its sulphite plant at Cornwall, Ont. An electro- 
lytic bleaching system is being installed and also a fifty ton pulp 
plant to make bleached soda pulp from poplar wood. This pulp 
will be used in the high grades of book paper. 

Several new lines of paper will be produced at Cornwall in the 


not far distant future, such as blotting paper, deckle edge papers 
and other ranges. 


Mill Advertises Extensively for Workers 
The Fort William Paper Company, constructing a three million 
dollar pulp and paper plant at the Mission site in Fort William, 
Ont., has adopted a novel method of securing sufficient help in 
building. The company is running a half page advertisement in 
the local papers, for laborers, offering high wages, paid transmis- 
sion to and from work and hot meals. The company is fearful 
if it cannot get more men to work it will have difficulty in getting 

the pulp mill erected before next January as intended. 


Will Not Grant Pulpwood Concession 

At a recent meeting of the Port Arthur city council, a letter 
was read from Hon. E. C. Drury, Premier of Ontario, in reply 
to a resolution from the Port Arthur council, asking for addi- 
tional timber lands to allow the Pigeon River Lumber Company, 
of Port Arthur, to carry on its operations. It is understood that 
the limits required are on the Nipigon Reserve. The Ontario 
government notified the Port Arthur authorities that the province 
would not put up any properties in the Nipigon Reserve for sale 
until later on. The Pigeon River Company is desirous of ob- 
taining the limits in order to build and operate a pulp mill at 
Port Arthur and it was this which prompted the municipal coun- 
cil to make the request of the Ontario government, 


Kenora Backs Up Mr. Backus 

The people of Kenora are great fighters and never give up any 
matter until every expedient is exhausted. A deputation from that 
town again waited upon the Ontario government last week and 
urged the necessity of ratifying the agreement between Kenora 
and E. W. Backus, of the Fort Frances Pulp and Paper Company, 
protecting the interests of the town by adding the pulpwood and 
timber concessions of the English river watershed, with those of 
the Lake of the Woods and granting the White Dog Rapids 
power to the company named in the agreement. The deputation 
was averse to the English river pulpwood limit being put up 
for tender and wants the government to support the agreement 
ratified between E. W. Backus and the municipality, which was 
voted upon in August last, and assented to by the ratepayers. 
Premier Drury told the deputation that a strong case had beerr 
made out and that the provincial government would consider the 
question in the very near future and give a decision. In a tenta- 
tive contract it is said that Mr. Backus agrees to supply Canadian 
publishers up to fifty per cent of the output of his mills. 


Safety Week Will Be Province Wide 

October 10 to 16 will be observed as Safety Week in Ontario 
by the Ontario Safety League. The Ontario Pulp and Paper 
Makers Safety Association is joining in the good work. A spec- 
tacular educational campaign will be conducted in which different 
methods of publicity will be used. The various days will be spe- 
cially designated winding up with Saturday, the slogan for which 
will be “Safety for all, all for Safety.” The Spanish River Pulp 
and Paper Mills recently conducted a “No Accident” two weeks 
at their three plants at Espanola, Sturgeon Falls and Sault Ste. 
Marie and the results were highly satisfactory. Two thousand 
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men are necessary to operate the mills night and day and only 
two accidents occurred. The Sturgeon Falls plant had a clean 
sheet. The campaign was well organized and handled excellently 
from start to finish.

Widely Increasing Demands for Its Product Causes the Purpus 
Fibre Products Co. to Prepare for an Increase in its Capital 
Stock so That Branches May Be Established in Many 
Cities—Manufacturers of Paper Boxes and Other Con- 
verters of Paper Report Some Cancellations of Orders— 
Paper Men Favor Miami & Erie Canal Route for Barge 
Canal—Other Miami Valley News.

Dayton, Ohio, September 20, 1920.—The passing of the glass; 


milk bottle has been reflected in the success of the Purpus Fibre 
Products Company which recently installed a factory on South 
Brown street and which now is preparing for an increase in cap- 
ital ‘so that branches may be established in many cities. 

The output of the company is mot confined to the fibre milk 
bottle, which has proved a success, but the San-I-Deal fibre: con- 
tainer is suitable also for cream, butter, milk, oysters, cottage 
cheese, horseradish, cereals, salted nuts and other articles. gf food 
commonly found in groceries and the market, The general use of 
the containers is such that large quantities are necessary. 

The paper milk bottle is not a new thing for Dayton, this in- 
dustry having not proven a success in the past. Whether due to 
lack of initiative in the past cannot be stated, but it appears that 
the patents controlled by the Purpus Fibre Products Company are 
of the kind that will stand the test. It is said to be the only fibre 
product of its kind on the market and that he field is an extremely 
attractive one. 

Hugo Purpus formed a company about one year ago. Associated 
with him as president are Dr. O. C. Griep, vice-president; B. B 
Cundiff, secretary; Edward Luthman, treasurer and William J. 
Seifried, general manager. 

It has been decided to broaden the company’s activities in order 
. that shipping charges may be reduced, and to facilitate the filling 
of orders in different sections of the country, and to establish 
plants at a number of places. Most of which are yet to be de- 
termined. However, it is known that they will be located both 
in the East and West, while the larger cities in the Middle West 
also will be supplied locally, The tube machines have a capacity 
of 30,000 per hour. It will be seen that the output will be heavy 
and plans have been drawn for many other machines. 

Considerable interest has been shown by health departments, 
it is declared, as it has been found that milk does not collect bac- 
teria nearly as speedily when contained in a fibre bottle as in the 
case of the old-style milk bottle owing to the complete shutting 
out of light. 

In addition, the glass bottle is re-used time and time again and 
is subject to the whim of the housewife. Even though many bot- 
tling plants are required to scald bottles and use all possible sani- 
tary measures, the fact that glass milk bottles go into so many 
different homes is not desirable. With the fibre bottle, it is dif- 
ferent. It can be used but once and when it has served its pur- 
pose it is discarded, 

Thus the consumption of bottles is continuous and the demand 
for the product promises to become large. Such orders as 100,000, 
as received during the past week from Cleveland, will be common- 
place, it is stated. The company is shipping a car load to the For- 
est City. It is said to be probable that one of the branches will 
be located in Cleveland. 

In addition to installing assembling machines in the principal 
cities of the. United States, the company is preparing to invade 


foreign fields, President Purpus believing the prospects to be in - 
viting. The fact that the fibre bottle is built so that it will stand” 


a pressure of from 40 to 50 pounds, makes it a trustworhy con- 
tainer. Officers of the'firm seem confident that within ten years the 
glass milk bottle will have passed into innocuous desuetude. 


Converters Report Cancellations 


During the past week or ten days there have arrived the first 
signs of a break in the various lines of the paper business. It 
is not thought that it has affected the paper manufacturing plants 
as much as some of the makers of boxes, containers, buckets and 
novelties. In the offices of latter concerns it is admitted that 
there has been a fairly large cancellation of orders, not to the 
extent that business has been disrupted, but in sufficient quantity 
te indicate the trend. 

In some of the establishments sufficient orders are on hand to 
assure a continuance of operations on the present scale, with no 
promise of an immediate let-up. But the big, progressive ad- 
vance in trade which has béen in evidence for so many months, 
has been given a jolt and some of the tradesmen are wondering 
what will be the result. 

No serious apprehension is felt, however, in most circles, as 
the country is believed tebe fundamentally safe. There is a dis- 
position on the part of some manufacturers to look upon the slack- 
ening up of the trade pace as the beginning of the readjustment, 
which it is felt, will be accomplished without commercial disaster. 

Already there is an easier money market. It is altogether prob- 
able that the state of the country, financially, has had much to do 
with a slowing up in many quarters. It is felt that whatever 
change may come will result in a permanent improvement. There 
may not be the feverish state of trade in the future, and prices 
may be stabilized greatly to the benefit of all concerned. The only 
difficulty is reaching the plane of safety without too much of a 
disturbance. 


Box Manufacturers Continue Busy 


Dayton retains its prestige in the paper box and carton business 
and local manufacturers report heavy orders on hand for the fall 
and winter, Beyond that period they are not predicting what the 
state of trade may be. A busy season has been reported by the 
Dayton Paper Novelty Company, Aull Brothers Paper Company, 
the Rike Folding Box Company, the Gebhart Folding Box Com- 
pany and other concerns, 

Dayton printers report a slight decrease in-orders, though on the 
whole there has been a tremendous volume of business. The pa- 
per market continues high and difficult for estimating. 


Paper Men Interested in Barge Canal 


Miami Valley towns are preparing to send a large delegation to 
the meeting of the Board of United States Engineers which will 
hear, and decide, the claims of the various communities seeking 
the construction of the barge canal to connect the Great Lakes 
and the ocean. The Miami & Erie canal route extending from 
Cincinnati to Toledo along the line of which are located most of 
the paper mills of the Miami Valley section, has been approved 
and boosted by the Miami Valley Paper Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, and this organization promises to be well represented at the 
meeting which will be held at Toledo on September 27. 

Advocates of the Miami & Erie route are sanguine of success 
because the manufacturing census shows a great volume of trade 
being handled in the community to be benefited. But there are 
other routes commanding a vast volume of business as well and 
a spirited contest is certain. 

It is understood that most of the engineers favor the M. & E. 
route on account of its great practicability, and the fact that it 
would not cost as much as some other branches though its im- 
provement probably would involve an expenditure of $100,000,000. 
The connecting link from Defiance, Ohio, to Chicago, afforded only 
by the M, & E. also is considered of the greatest importance. 

Should the canal be turned into a barge waterway, making pos-

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PAPER MEN OF PHILADELPHIA 
SEE CONTINUED PROSPERITY 


Quarterly Meeting of the Paper Trade Association of Philadel- 
phia Is Well Attended and Numerous Important Subjects 
Are Discussed—Wrapping Paper Demand Is Somewhat 
Slower but Without Any Evidences of Price Concessions 
—Book Papers Are More Active and Price Advances 
Are Shown on Sulphite Bonds—Paper Stock’ Market 
Continues Active—Paper Men to Play Golf.

PHILADELPHIA, Sptember 21, 1920.—Consensus of trade opinion 
as it was developed on Friday afternoon last at the meeting of the 
Paper Trade Association in Philadelphia in the rooms of the Ty- 
pothetz, was that there is ahead a long season of activity and ap- 
parently of prosperity with changes due to transformation from in- 
flation to-deflation but with nothing to give cause for alarm, The 
meeting, the regular quarterly session was well attended with 
President Allen E. Whiting of the Whiting-Patterson Company 
presiding and Allen Lindsay, Jr., of Lindsay Brothers. acting as 
secretary in the absence of Louis Megargee. There was elected 
to the Association the Lowe Paper Company, 231 Chestnut street. 
Now there remain outside the ranks but two prominent firms 
though President Whiting is hopeful that they too soon may be 
induced to join, it being his purpose to make the association 100 
per cent representative of the trade during his administration and 
to develop still further the spirit of cooperation which has been 
so notable a feature of Association activities. There was passed 
unanimously a resolution setting forth that it is the sense of the 
Philadelphia association, if in its wisdom the Executive Committee 
of the national body at its gathering in New York next month 
can see its way clear to do so, to call a semi-annual convention ‘of 
the parent body at Chicago contemporaneously with the meeting 
of the American Paper and Pulp Assciation that distributors and 
manufacturers may enjoy direct contact. 


Symposium on Trade Conditions 


The symposium on trade conditions and on the- outlook was 
participated in by President Whiting, Leon Beck of the Charles 
Beck Company, President Frank H. O’Neill of the Paper Manu- 
facturers Company, David Lindsay Jr., Lindsay Brothers, and 
Harvey E. Platt of the J. L. N. Smythe Company. The burden 
of their statements was that there still existed a great scarcity in 
papers of all kinds, that it still was difficult to place new orders 
or to secure additional tonnage and that. the situation would be 
likely to get worse rather than improve this coming winter; that 
there was no indication of any recession of prices, that all the 
distributors still had in hand many orders which they were unable 
to place at this time and that even when consumers’ demands had 
been met there still would exist opportunity for mill activity to 
produce stock for the distributors who now are virtually without 
supplies. 

Trade Conditions 

There continued during the past week a comparative slowness 
of the wrapping paper trade but without the least evidence of any 
price concessions to stimulate buying. It is believed that before 
the month-end there will come recovery in general retail mer- 
cantile lines from post-vacation quietness and that the long idle 
textile mills will resume activity, and that the two causes will 
bring aboutincreased demand for the wrapping paper line. But 
even, in this line there was during the week exceptionally good 
businéss in a few instances due, however, to fortuitious combina- 
tion of circumstances, rather than to. normal’ briskness:. Thus 


Thomas F. Kennedy, vice-president of S. Walter, Inc., reported . 


; 


that. .his sales last week. were. the largest in. tonnage he enjoyed 
during his twenty-three years of selling experience. The Saxe 
Paper Company also reported the week as the largest of the 
season, 

The printing and publishing trades were a little more active 
last week than the preceding thus giving a slight stimulus to sales 
of book papers. Prices continued to advance, sulphite bonds going 
up another cent on Tuesday last while the medium grades of rag 
papers advance from 2 to 4 cents. The better grades whose rise 
took place in August remained unchanged. A few grades of 
book papers went up a cent a pound, Card boards increased 
about 10 per cent. Spot news stiffened and is now selling at 12 
to 13 cents with but a limited offering. In the face of a more 
liberal supply than heretofore of enameled book papers prices held 
firm and in a few instances were advanced slightly. Heavy twines 
increased 2 cents a pound but cotton twines declined about ten 
per cent. 

Paper Stock Market Active 


The paper stock market continued active, outside mills freely 
taking offerings at former outside prices although the largest 
local consumer, the Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing Company, 
adhered to its schedule of lower prices sent out two weeks ago. 
The trade -believes that just as soon as the company works up 
stock in hand; it will again come into the market at ruling rates. 
Demand for book stock continued quiet, most dealers finding it 
impossible to move stock at old quotations and being determined 
to store it rather than to make concessions, This grade of stock 
is beginning to accumulate now although the dealers say they will 
continue to store away sooner than sell at lower figures. Tre- 
mendous quantities of old newspapers are coming into the whole- 
salers but are being moved as freely out again. The town is 
being overrun by wagon, pushcart and hand collectors who are 
offering housewives as much as 1% cent a pound for old news. 
Jobbers believe that if the collectors are giving honest weights 


_at 1% cents they are using newspaper purchases as a “come on” 


to buy rags and metals on which public attention has not been 
focussed by agitation as it has on news, at less than market prices. 


Paper Men to Play Golf 

Traveling costs have doubled—but golf is golf and so the ac- 
ceptances for the Philadelphia Paper Trade Golf Association’s 
meet to be held on Tuesday and Wednesday, September 21 and 22, 
are not only larger in point of mere number but are more repre- 
sentative than ever before. Acceptances have been received from 
cities as far away as St. Louis, Chicago, Kalamazoo, Cleveland, 
Erie and Holyoke. The match will be placed on the West Course 
of the Merion Golf Club, in two days of qualifying eights with 
prizes for the low net score, the best selected score for 72 holes, 
the kicker’s handicap, the winner of the successful eights and the 
winner of the defeated fours. 


General News of the Trade 


President J. F. Auer of the Auer & Twitchell Company, paper 
manufacturers and distributors, has been appointed by Coleman 
duPont of the Republican National Committee as director of the 
Philadelphia Division of the National Harding-Coolidge Traveling 
Men’s League. While Mr. Auer personally will look after the 
paper trade delegation he has appointed aides to organize other 
industries with a view of taking from Philadelphia at the close 
of the week a delegation of 300 men to journey to Marion, Ohio, 
to listen to an address by the Republican presidential candidate. 
The Philadelphia quota was set at 125 but Mr. Auer is confident 
that he will more than double it. 

David M. Patton, whose relationship with the paper business has 
extended far over a quarter century, formerly with the Jessup 
& Moore Company and latterly as a broker in the Commercial 
Trust Building, is preparing to return to his desk after a siege of

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CHICAGO DEMAND FOR PAPER 
SHOWS SOME FALLING OFF 


Slowing Up in the Demand Attributed to Fact That Buyers 
Believe the Price of Paper Will Come Down—Paper 
Prices, However, the Trade Believes, Are Not at All 
Likely to Come Down in the Near Future—Mills in the 
West Are Running About the Same as Usual, Although 
They Are Still Obliged to Use Poor Coal—Paper Mer- 


chants’ Association to Meet. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Cuicaco, September 20, 1920.—The demand for paper has fallen 
off. A few weeks ago there was a very evident pickup which 
lasted for about two or three weeks. This was followed by a grad- 
ual decrease in demand, Due to the shortage of paper, the jobbers, 
however, are selling all they can possibly acquire. 

This slack in demand is attributed to the fact that paper buyers 
believe the price of paper will come down. That paper prices will 
be reduced in the near future is impossible, say most members of 
the trade. Right now there is a steady increase in prices. Each 
week sees some stocks climb a little higher. So far as the trade 
here knows, no prices have been reduced and from information 
received in Chicago from the mills, it is readily seen that prices 
will remain as they are at present and in all probabilities go a 
little higher for the balance of the fall and this winter. 

Though the freight situation in the Middle West is said by the 
trade, to have improved remarkably and the service being ren- 
dered between stations in this territory is satisfactory, it is re- 
ported that freight coming into Chicago from the East could show 
a great deal of improvement. 

Mill men have not been so evident among visitors to the city 
lately. According to an authority on the situation, they have no 
reason to come into town. “They come though,” says this member 
of the trade,” with their wives and daughters, to shop. And if 
they happen to drop in, the first thing they say is, ‘I’m not selling 
to-day.” The mills are reported here to be running about the 
same as they have been for the past six weeks or so. They are 
still confronted with the necessity of using poor coal. 


Container Club Meets in New York 

The Container Club met Tuesday and Wednesday, September 21 
and 22, at the Biltmore Hotel, New York. It was at first ar- 
ranged to hold this meeting in Chicago, September 14 and 15, 
but due. to the fact that the National Exposition of Chemical 
Industries was being held at the Grand Central Palace, New York, 
dining the week of September 20-25, at which the Container Club 
wiil have an exhibit, the meeting place was changed in order to 
give the members attending the meeting an opportunity to attend 
the exposition as well, 

The Container Club exhibit consists of a display of corrugated 
and solid fibre boxes and various devices for sealing them. Auto- 
inatic and hand operated machines for sealing tops and bottoms 
of containers are shown in operation and their merits explained. 
Huge photographs of sealing operations in many large plants are 
displayed for the benefit of the general public. 

The exhibit is in charge of the club staff. J. D. Malcolmson, 
the Club Fellow at Mellon Institute of Pittsburgh University is 
present to explain the scientific part of the showing. 

Paper Merchants to Meet 

The Western Paper Merchants Association will meet at the 
Hotel Morrison, Chicago, Tuesday, September 28. Another meet- 
ing scheduled for the Hotel Morrison on that date is the North 
Western Paper Dealers’ Association.

Peat Fibre in Papermaking 

An account of the use of peat in the manufacture of paper 
pulp is contained in the September issue of the bulletin of 
American Paper and Pulp Association. The author of the 
article is Herbert Philipp, who is connected with the American, 
Peat Society. He notes that large quantities of paper were 
made from peat in European mills as early as 1899. The peat 
pulp mills are said to have paid for several years, but in the 
long run did not prove economical. The chief difficulty lay 
in the excavation of the peat fibre from the peat deposit. 
From a well drained deposit the peat mass will give only from 
15 to 20 per cent of fibre, suitable for the manufacture of 
paper pulp. 

The chief advantage in the use of peat for paper stock is its 
cheapness, particularly as contrasted with the prices of other 
raw paper making materials, and especially wood pulp. On 
the other hand, there are serious drawbacks to the economical 
use of peat in paper making, which may be summed up as 
follows: It is difficult to get rid of dirt and waste; the peat 
is uneven in structure and in texture, and often lacks sufficient 
strong fibres, so that much other material has to be mixed 
with the peat stock in order to make paper sufficiently strong 


even for wrapping paper. But little European peat paper 
contains more than 75 per cent peat, while the American peat 


paper contains only about 50 per cent peat. Since peat pulp cannot 
be bleached to whiteness, only brown paper can be made. 
There are two well-known processes tor making paper from 
peat. The Zschoerner process disintegrates the peat with 
alkalies in dilute solution at low temperature under high pres- 
sure. The fibre is then oxidized, bleached, washed, and again 
subjected to ‘cold, dilute alkali solution under high pressure, 
after which it is thoroughly washed, and is then ready for use. 
In the Brin process, the peat is rolled, disintegrated and 


washed. The fibres are then squeezed and subjected to the 
action of a hot solution of dilute caustic soda under pressure, 


after which they are washed with cold water and bleached. 
They are then ‘treated with caustic acid, acidulated and 
washed. The pulp is then ready for paper making. 
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Space available for a paper machine drive often determines the mechanical 
arrangement of the drive.

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BAGASSE AS .A PAPER MAKING MATERIAL 


By A. R. PAuLL 


I have read many articles in the trade papers and various large 
daily publications treating on the making of paper from bagasse 
and in nearly every case the articles condemned the possibility, 
yet they acknowledge that they have never had any experience 
in producing pulp and paper from bagasse, or that according to 
laboratory test they show it as being so expensive that it cannot 
be made a commercial success. I have actually had to do with 
the making of pulp from bagasse on a scale large enough to 
prove that it can be made a commercial success, and have seen 
enough of paper made from the pulp to know that it makes a 
very attractive white sheet. For instance, a sheet of paper made 
from bagasse pulp—the pulp being taken off the wet machine in 
the regular lap form at about thirty-five per cent dry weight, 
piled up for about two years, then made into paper (news weight), 
stood a pop test of twenty points on a Mullen tester and the 
paper without sizing or any chemical treatment had an excellent 
finish. It would take ink better than the average of sheet of so- 
called writing paper that one buys in tablet form. 


Sugar Cane Enough to Supply the World 


It does not seem to be generally understood that there is enough 
sugar-cane grown in Louisiana, Mexico, Porto Rico and Cuba 
every year to produce more paper of all grades than is used in 
the entire world, taking the United States Agricultural Report 
as my authority of the number of tons of cane grown per year, 
and knowing from my own experience how much paper making 
fibre one ton of cane yields, namely, eight hundred and forty 
pounds. This is actual results of cooking one ton of bagasse at 
a time. I have read in some articles that one ton of bagasse will 
yield only three hundred and fifty pounds of fibre. This is 
true on the basis of the average laboratory work without the 
bagasse being properly prepared, before it enters the digestor and 
the chemical strength not properly. worked out. I wonder how 
many who have written articles on fibre production from bagasse 
know that if they take wood into their laboratory and convert it 
into pulp that they would show a greater cost of production than 
they show from bagasse. eta 


The Process of Preparation 


Sugar-cane is seasonable, it is true. So is, cutting, pealing, and 
hauling of wood to the river banks or railroad sidings and the 
expense of taking these trees from the stump until it is delivered 
to the pulp mill is charged against pulp cost. The loss of wood 
by the breaking of. booms, dry rot and being worm eaten is 
greater than the deterioration of bagasse. 

The sugar-cane is harvested and brought to the crushing plants 
which are located on the banks of rivers, all of the rivers being 
navigable for boats.carrying from five hundred to two thousand 
tons. The harvesting season begins in October and lasts through 
November and December. It is a small crushing plant that 
handles only five thousand tons of cane per day. When the cane 
has passed through the crushers and the saccharine has been 
squeezed out, it is in perfect shape to be handled with a blower. 
Hence, it can be handled very cheaply. Bagasse can be taken from 
the crushing plant to the pulp mill, which would be located on the 
river, at less expense than the most modern equipment can haul 
logs out of the river and pile them based on ton production of 
pulp. One of the greatest lacks of knowledge shown in ar- 
ticles I have read on the subject, is the question of deterioration. 
Bagasse will not rot. I have seen it where it had been spread 
on the ground and plowed under and turned up alternately several 
times and yet it seemed as though as when first crushed. Again 
I have seen it piled up outdoors where it. had been for over 
twenty years, and it was still very strong. There is no limit to 





the height it can be piled with blowers as in the case of wood 
and logs. 

Owing to the very rapid process of cooking, namely two to 
two and one-half hours, the same digestive capacity will produce 
more pulp than it will from wood. Chemical cost is much less 
as it only requires one-third the chemical strength to cook 
bagasse as wood. 

The preparing equipment is about ten per cent of that for 
wood. The fibre is very fine, yet stronger than wood fibre. It 
screens like soda wood pulp. Wet machine equipment, tanks, 
pumps, etc., required would be the same as required for an or- 
dinary wood pulp mill. 

Some False Ideas Corrected 

I am not promoting or in any way interested in making pulp 
from sugar cane, other than as an American citizen who believes 
that the truth should be known in these times when everyone is 
talking conservation of our timber resources, the vast amount of 
money being spent yearly by our government. on paper in- 
vestigation, when it is only a question of taking hold of the 
product now being burned, and spend a little energy and money 
in the right direction, and we will have no further call for gov- 
ernment investigation of paper and its costs. I have spent over 
twenty-five years in pulp mills, and believe I can speak with greater 
authority on the subject than most of those who have written 
articles for publication,

Boiling Rags 

Question No. 2550. In the mill where I am employed the or- 
der for boiling rags reads: 600 lbs. lime, 60 Ibs. alkalia. The 
lime is water slacked and soda-ash added and rags boiled in this 
liquor. Is the addition of soda-ash necessary to form caustic lime? 
Could the rags be boiled in milk of lime with good results? Could 
the rags be boiled in soda-ash without the addition of lime? Is 
the caustic lime purchased on the market ready for use with the 
addition of water? Could you recommend a good book on this 
subject and also good books on paper making? 

How much water would be added to order above? 
rags. 

Answer No. 2550. The addition of soda ash is necessary to 
form caustic soda, or its economical equivalent. Very excellent 
results are obtained by boiling rags with milk of lime alone, al- 
though caustic soda might be preferred in dealing with very greasy 
or dirty rags. The rags could be boiled in soda ash without the 
addition of lime. 

We don’t know of any book dealing exclusively with the handling 
of rags in paper manufacturing, but there are several good books 
on papermaking which treat this subject in detail, some of them 
are: Chemistry of Papermaking by Griffin & Little, The Paper 
Mill Chemist by Stevens. Papermaking by Cross & Bevan and 
Witham’s more recent book on Practical Papermaking. 

Enough water should be added to your rags to come up to 
within six or eight inches of the steam inlet. You should have a 
meter on your water valve to ascertain how much this is.

Chemical Show Is Big Success 


The sixth annual Chemical Exposition opened at the Grand 
Central Palace last night with an address by Dr. Charles H. 
Herty, chairman of the Advisory Committee, who reviewed the 
problems of the last half decade and outlined the opportunities 
the future held forth. Among other things he made an interesting 
comment on the recent tragedy in Wall St. saying that there was 
an opportunity for chemists to be of great service to the public 
at a time like that and that they should make themselves im- 
mediately available. 

The exposition is the largest in the history of the chemical shows 
and occupies four entire floors. It will run for the entire week 
and a very interesting program has been arranged for each day 
together with motion pictures illustrative of the various features 
of the ehemical industry. Among other things an interesting dis- 
cussion of the several aspects of the fuel situation took place on 
last Tuesday. 

One of the most striking exhibits of the entire show is that of 
the National Aniline and Chemical Company which shows a party 
on the porch of a summer resort. The figures are all life size and 
dressed in the prevailing styles. Every detail of the tableau has 
been dyed with colors from the stock of this company and the 
whole picture is brilliant with varied hues. 

Another interesting exhibit is that of the Calco Chemical Co. 
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which has a color scheme of red and green against a neutral grey 
in front of which there is an attractive display of the various 
articles handled by that company.

Drying Paper and Board 

A patent on drying paper and board has been awarded to Carl 
Schaaf of Falkenstein. The patent is on an improved form of 
drying by cylinders through which heat is pumped continuously. 
The water is sucked from the paper by holes in the mantels of 
the drying cylinders. 

The drying cylinders are marked a in the accompanying cut. 
They are running in hollow frames, marked e. The drying cylin- 
ders, in part’marked 10; are either covered with a sieve of small 
meshes, as shown in part marked-11, or they have only a narrow 


strip of openwork, near the rim of the cylinder, as shown in 12. 

Instead of running the paper upon cylinder 8, merely perforated, 
the cylinder can be covered with tiling, having open spaces between 
the tiles, for suction purposes. 

The open spaces in the cylinders permit the steam to escape into 
the cylinders, from there to be carried. off by suction. The new 
method will keep the whole-drying room drier and better venti- 
lated. It does not only take the water from the surface of the 


wet paper, but also goes to the heart of it and sucks the moisture 
out of it. 

The steam sucked into the interior of the cylinders is carried 
off by the gas acting as heat. The mixture may be conducted 
through a cooler which reduces to water the steam part, while’ the 
gas will escape into the air. 


Bank Mill of Robertson Paper Co. Sold 

The Gibbs-Brower Company, paper and pulp mill brokers, Broad- 
way, New York, has sold the bank mill of the Robertson Paper 
Company at Montville, New London County, Conn., to the S. W. 
Board Company. 

The Robertson Paper Company’s Mill is situated in the village 
of Montville of about 3,000 population on the Southern Division of 
the Central Vermont Railroad. The nearest telegraph office and 
bank are at New London, six miles away, 

The mills are made up in three units known as the Montville, 
Rockland, and Bank Mills. The mill which has just been sold 
has for some time been making Oxo Brand Box Board and ‘in 
fact the mill is equipped so that it can make practically all grades 
of board with slight alterations. The Robertson people. were 
willing to dispose of the Bank Mill becausé of excess of board 
production from their other two mills which was sufficient to sup- 
ply them with the necessary matérial. for their box shop. ; 

The Bank Mill is all stone construction and contains two 800 
Ib. and one 1,000-lb. Beaters and two Jordan engines. The paper 
machine is a 76-in, four-cylinder, trimming a sheet 67 in. in width. 
Both steam and water power available and in fact this is an ex- 
cellent little mill all around. The new owners are making many 
improvements and will continue to operate the mill on box board 
stock.

“There seems to be every indication that the peak of high prices 
in commodities generally has been passed,” says Francis H. Sis- 
son, vice-president of the Guaranty Trust Company. “This, of 
course will affect all business and must be reckoned with in any 
business plan. There has been a steady decline in commodity 
prices as a whole from February of this year, when they reached 
their peak, to this date. In some lines these declines are more 
pronounced than in others. In manufactured products this is 
true as yet in only a slight degree, but it is sure to be reflected 
there also.” 

It is certain that this condition of affairs has only just begun 
to be felt in the paper market, if indeed it has been felt at all. 
There has as yet been nothing to indicate a general falling off 
in paper prices, in fact many of the heads of the largest paper 
concerns in the United States prophesy that prices will go up 
rather than down, But if there should be a prolonged period of 
general business depression there is little doubt that paper will 
follow the rest of the commodities down, although it would be 
among the last to go. Nothing but an absolute panic can force 
paper to take a sudden drop. 

Paper is an essential industry. The public must have its news 

with its coffee each morning. A constant demand is absolutely 
assured and until this country has learned to conserve its natural 
resources the supply. will not be able to catch up. Our forests 
are cut years ahead of where they should be, there is a shortage 
of mechanical equipment with which to make paper, transporta- 
tion is, and will be for some time to come, a more or less laborious 
process. All these things bear directly upon the paper supply and 
they are difficulties which only time, planning and judicial legis- 
lation will remedy. 
- Thus it is reasonable to conjecture that from the very nature 
of things over which business has little or no control the paper 
industry will continue to prosper at a time when there will be 
many failures in the less fortunate fields of commerce. There is 
a serpent in this prospective Eden, however, whose presence is 
even now beginning to be suspected by the shrewd business man, 
namely foreign importation. There are a number of nations in 
Europe that had excellently developed paper industries prior to the 
war and these are now struggling to get on their feet again. How 
well they are succeeding may be seen by the constantly growing 
importations of foreign goods coming into this country. Europe 
wants American gold above all things and she is willing to deny 
herself to get it, "The thing which the business men of this coun- 
try do not seem to grasp is that Germany is willing to stint her- 
self in order to sell her paper in the United States. As it is there 
have been larger shipments of paper from Europe within the past 
month than many seem to suspect; they have not been large 
enough, it is true, to amount to the proverbial drop in the bucket, 
but they are growing all the time. 


What our industries will need more than anything else in the 
next ten years is a fair tariff which is adequate to protect them 
from the encroachment of cheap foreign ‘made goods which are 


. being produced by peoples who have their backs to the wall. 


This is of vastly more importance from the business standpoint 
than the League of Nations, 


What a Cost System Should An 

In a bulletin just issued under the title, “What a Cost System 
Should Do for You,” the Fabricated Production Department of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United States calls attention 
to the purpose and value of cost accounting. 

“Accurate information regarding the various elements which 
go to make up costs,” says the bulletin, “automatically eliminates 
arbitrary, empirical or guess costs which prevail to a surprising 
degree among manufacturers. Cost keeping brings to light in- 
efficiencies in system by calling to attention the cost of its opera- 
tion and points out equipment that has become inadequate by 
showing an excessive cost of product coming therefrom; it points 
out employees who are below the standard required and permits of 
performances being kept within certain limits by watching the 
accumulation of costs. 

“Increased production depends largely on the intimate knowl- 
edge the management has of all elements in their manufacturing 
operations which can only be supplied through an adequate cost 
system. It enables them to establish proper control and increase 
output as warranted by the cost record. 

“In many plants considerable sums of money are spent to 
establish a standard practice of operation. From time to time 
certain variations from the established standard practice occur, 
affecting costs in an adverse way. Timely costs reports showing 
what is happening, rather than what has happened, suggest im- 
It is not sufficient that 
executives know that expenditures are excessive; they should be 


mediate correction of such inefficiencies. 


supplied with information to show exactly where these excessive 
expenditures occur and take action. Definite responsibility for 
expenditure as the authority to make the expenditure should be 
fixed by an adequate system of cost accounting.” 

The bulletin takes occasion to say that part of the work of the 
Fabricated Production Department will be to assist organizations 
in obtaining for the industries they represent cost systems as 
practicable and as simple as possible. 

“We shall not either devise or iftstall cost system,” it says, “but 
by cooperative study of each situation, aided by the contributed 
experience. of trade organizations and expert knowledge of the 
subject, help those who are disposed to help themselves.” 


Paper Mill Wages 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics has received reports from 47 
paper mills relative to employment and wages paid in these mills 
of August, 1919 and August, 1920. 

In August, 1919, there were 24,509 persons employed in these 


factories, increasing in August, 1920, to 28,143, an increase of 
14.8 per cent. The pay rolls showed over a 50 per cent increase 
from $563,581 in August, 1919, to $847,056 in August, 1920, 50.3 
per cent. 
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Figures are also shown giving the comparison in employment 
and wages paid in the months of July and August, 1920. Forty- 
seven mills reported 27,725 persons employed in July as com- 
pared with 28,143 in August, an increase of 1.5 per cent. The 
pay rolls also increased from $799,192 in July to $847,056. in 


August, an increase of 6 per cent,

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Every steam plant owner is interested in- saving coal; and in 


order to save coal every effort should be made to decrease heat 
losses. 














The largest and most common loss of heat in steam plants is 
due to the improper handling of condensation from pipe coil heat- 
ing systems in factories, greenhouses, etc.—blast fan coils, steam 
jacketed kettles, mangles, radiators, dry kilns, evaporators, closed 
heaters, and in fact heating apparatus of any kind where the con- 
densation has not been contaminated with impurities which would 
be harmful if returned to the boiler. 



































Simple Method of Returning Condensate 














_ The illustration shows a very simple method of returning con- 
densate directly into the boiler under pressure and at practically 
the same temperature as it leaves the heating apparatus. 

The return line from the heating system or systems should be 
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connected to the inlet check valve of the simplex condensation 
pump, located on the floor of the boiler room. The condensation 
is delivered into the receiving chamber of this pump due to gravity 
assisted by the pressure that is carried on the heating systems. 
When the receiving chamber of the simplex condensation pump is 
full the tank rocks on a babbitted bearing which automatically opens 
the steam control valve and permits steam pressure to act on the 
surface of the water in the tank. As the pressure builds up in the 
tank the receiving check valve is closed and the check valve on 
the discharge is forced open so that the water flows from the 
receiving chamber of the simplex condensation pump up into the 
receiving chamber of the simplex boiler feeder. When the receiv- 
ing chamber of the simplex boiler feeder is full this tank rocks in 
a similar manner. The steam valve being open equalizes the re- 
ceiving chamber of the simplex boiler feeder with that of the boiler, 
and the water therefore flows out of the tank into the boiler by 
gravity; this, therefore, forms a closed system—the steam passing 
from the boiler through the heating system where it loses its latent 
heat of vaporization, and returns to the boiler automatically with 
absolutely no heat loss other than that due to direct radiation from 
uncovered pipe -surfaces. 

The return of the hot condensate into the boiler effects a large 
saving in coal, increases the capacity of the boiler and reduces the 
wear and tear on the boiler. 
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RETURN CONDENSATION TO BOILER AND SAVE COAL

It is easy to see why a saving in coal will be effected.’ It ‘nat- 
urally takes less coal to raise hot water to the boiling point than 
it does to bring cold water to the boiling point, There are a great 
many plants to-day that are using an injector to feed their boilers, 
and they are throwing their hot condensate away into the sewer. 
Injectors cannot handle water at a temperature much above 120 
degrees, therefore, the feed water temperature is very low in com- 
parison with the hot condensate that is being discharged into the 
sewer. The temperature at which water boils depends upon the 
pressure on the surface of the water—and, if 5 Ibs. is carried on 
the heating system, the temperature of the condensate will be over 
225 degrees. In other words, this condensate is at the same tem- 
perature as the steam—the only difference being that it has ‘ost 
the heat which is required to change it from a liquid to a vapor. 
A great many engineers fail to consider this point, and for that 
reason they are burning anywhere from 10 to 30 per cent more 
coal than is necessary, 

Therefore, by. all means, every steam plant owner should give 
his immediate attention to this matter and see that all- con- 
densation is returned to the boiler. 


Italy Plans to Nationalize Her Paper Industry 


In the Italian parliament a bill providing for the nationalization 
of the whole paper industry is pending. It had been referred to 
a committee which recommends the seizure of all paper mills. 
According to the plan proposed by the legislative committee the 
paper mills would be turned over to the unions of workers and 
to publishers’ associations, to be managed jointly by them. 

However, there is opposition to the plan, based, in part, upon 
legal grounds, such as the inviolability of private property, and 
also upon financial grounds, as it is feared that management by 
workers and publishers would, in the end, cause a deficit to be 
borne by the government. In other words, the taxpayers would 
have to make good the deficiency. 

The nationalization plan, including the proposed seizure of paper 
mills, is the outcome of agitation carried on by the press. The 
newspapers charge that most of the paper manufacturers have 
been profiteering. The price of print paper is now 11 times as 
high as it was before the war. Publishers claim this is due to 
the exclusion of foreign competition. In addition, the publishers 
are finding fault with the quality of the paper supplied to them. 
It is claimed paper manufacturers have not been keeping their 
contracts. They are said to have tried to exact a higher price 
than the one agreed to in contract form, the price of raw ma- 
terials having risen in the mean time, which has been argued in 
extenuation of their breach of contract. 

The newspapers demand an embargo on exports of print paper, 
to be in force until the price of paper for home consumption will 
drop. 


Expect Dividend from American Writing 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyoxe, Mass., September 20, 1920.—Rumors continue current 
that the American Writing Paper Company will declare a dividend 
on the preferred stock this year. It is figured that the company 
will earn not far from $20 a share this year if present conditions 
continue. There is about 100 per cent due on preferred dividends. 


Rapid advances in the quotations of the preferred stock are said 
to be due to inside buying in anticipation of a dividend. President 
Galliver was out of the city most of the past week and could not 
be interviewed. 
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PITCH IN WASTE PAPER STOCK’ 


By THomAs F, HERBERLY, SUPERINTENDENT OF THE SCHMIDT,AND AULT Paper Company, York, Pa, 


During the last several years the demand for waterproof papers 
has increased enormously, paper that is absolutely proof against 
moisture and air, not for an hour but for months and years. 
The late war has been the means of teaching us many things. 
When we found that our supplies of numerous necessities were 
withheld from us and could not be obtained, we got busy, putting 
forth every effort to find or create a suitable substitute. Never 
before was there a time when necessity made such demands upon 
us. The response and the results have been very gratifying. We 
are doing today quite a number of things different than what we 
previously thought was the only way. We are using various ma- 
terials for certain purposes which, had it been suggested several 
years ago, would have been ridiculed and passed by as impossible. 
The end is not yet. We have really just begun this progressive 
movement. Practically every mill today has its staff of engineers, 
who are not only working with the practical men to develop, if 
possible, more economical, sane, safe and sure methods of opera- 
tion, but are also creating, as it were, new uses for your manu- 
factured product. This must be done if you intend to operate 
your mill satisfactorily during the coming years. 


Substitute for Tin 


One of the great demands was a substitute for tin to be used for 
various purposes, such as absolute moisture proof containers, boxes 
for salt, soap, alkali products, etc. Parallel to this was the in- 
creased demand or waterproof lining paper. The paper manufac- 
turers co-operating with the insulating and coating manufacturers 
furnished them with the various proper grades of paper and board. 
The waterproofing plants with their various processes accomplished 
the rest. We were indeed glad to have the saturating and in- 
sulating plants so favored and enjoy this increased prosperity, but 
now we are suffering, and, at times, extremely so. 


Splendid Results Accomplished 


The large increase in all lines of manufacturing made’a tre- 
mendous demand for shipping cases. It was seen that the supply 
of wood would shortly be exhausted. The paper manufacturers 
came to the rescue with the now well known combined container, 
which would meet all the requirements of the transportation 
carriers, both the railroad and express companies. The largest 
percentage of this container necessarily had to be made out of 
something other than wood, i. e., ground wood and sulphite. This 
splendid container board has, therefore, been developed out of 
practically all waste paper, thereby causing a large conservation 
of wood for other grades of paper. If the mills that use waste 
paper for their raw material would be using ground wood and 
sulphite instead, your cry of scarcity would be changed into a 
regular howl of famine. The splendid results which have been 
and are being accomplished by the conservation and use of waste 
paper, the majority of which was formerly thrown out and burned 
to get rid of, has really saved the day for the paper making in- 
dustry in general. A good, strong, stiff container board is being 
made by combining the board with pitch and asphaltum, especially 
where is must hold up against the moisture. 


Quite a Tonnage of Fibre Papers Used 


Quite a tonnage of kraft, manilas and fibre papers are used in 
the manufacturing of these high grade lining and insulating papers. 
It is a temptation today, at the present price of paper stock, for 
the majority of paper stock packers to include this grade of waste 
paper in their shipments of paper stock. It is, of course, quite true 
that many times they are ignorant of its presence. The beater

room helpers are naturally pleased when they have such good stock, 
as they think, to furnish, and do not realize anything amiss until 
the machine tender gets into a mess. The trouble is soon traced to 
its source and the trouble making stock detected. If these papers 
were all made single coated, it could easily be detected and thrown 
out. The majority of it, however, is made duplex, and when prop- 
erly made is not easily noticed unless the sheet is torn, The 
threaded tape used for tire wrapping is, of course, easily seen and 
discarded. After the paper stock has been furnished into the con- 
tinuous beater, the waterproofing materials do not show up until 
it reaches the paper machine screens. Here it can be seen de- 
positing a film of pitch on the plates. The cylinder face wires are 
soon covered, and cannot uniformly pick up the stock, the pulp 
simply sliding or rolling off. The felts by this time are filled up, 
and present a beautiful speckled appearance. Shut down and get 
busy. Thus fat we have been able to wash our felts without in- 
juring them, It is, of course, impossible to wash them properly, 
and get all the pitch out. We do, however, remove enough of it 
so that we can get good further service out of the felt. Our cyl- 


inder moulds we clean with a sulphuric acid bath, blowing them 
with steam, and scrubbing them with a good stiff hand brush. 


How Best Results Were Obtained 


In cleansing our fourdrinier wires of this pitch, we have gotten 
the best results by using kerosene, and then scrubbing the jacket 
to get rid of the kerosene. We have tried other materials recom- 
mended to us, but with poor results. It is also almost impossible 
to prevent the pitch from baking a rather heavy layer on your first 
ten dryers, even though you do have scrapers or doctors on the 
dryers. This means quite a loss in heat radiation, and must be kept 
after continually, The loss on account of these frequent shutdowns 
is, of course, quite an item. However, upon examination of the 
paper made during the few hours previous to shutting down, you 
have a feeling, at times, of discouragement and again of anger. 
The paper is a splendid sheet in every other respect but marred 
or freckled by these abominable black blotches, The paper is all 
right, but the appearance is not what it should be. It surely is not 
very attractive and cannot be used for all the purposes it was in- 
tended, unless the board be covered or coated. 


Able to Use Objectionable Stock 


However, mills making a heavy double liner board are able to 
use this objectionable stock without much trouble, as the liners 
protect the felts and hide the defective filler stock of the sheet. 
The light weight fourdrinier sheet made out of waste paper stock, 
naturally suffers the most, Before this pitch epidemic struck us 
so forcibly, we had trouble enough to keep our wires open, free 
from glue, sealing wax and chewing gum specks. This detri- 
mental pitch added to our troubles places us in a very trying posi- 
tion. It can be reddily seen that your wires will deteriorate more 
rapidly, and “washing up” shutdowns will be more frequent and 
longer. It is indeed a distressing situation, as the slogan today 
everywhere is: “More production and better quality.” 


No Antidote 


Up to this time we know of no antidote, other than doing our 
best to prevent papers so treated from getting into the beaters. We 
have fourteen men furnishing seventy tons of waste paper stock 
per day. This is surely a small amount per man, but still this ma- 
terial does too often escape their notice and causes all the afore- 
said trouble and expense, I have been told that a great deal of 
thought has been given recently to perfecting a reclaiming process. 
This, however, I understand will entirely destroy the paper, but

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MOVEMENT OF HEAT IN A SULPHITE MILL 


Dr. von Lassberg, one of Bavaria’s leading engineers, publishes 
an article in a journal devoted to “saving of energy” on the possi- 
bilities of decreasing the number of calories needed to produce a 
certain amount of stock by extensively utilizing waste steam. He 
says it generally takes 330 kilograms of steam for cooking and 250 
kilograms for drying, in order to produce 100 kilograms of air 
dry stock, air dry meaning 88 per cent of absolute dryness. 

Cut No. 1 shows the wasteful way, still in use in many mills, 
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says the writer, while cut No. 2 shows the ideal process, eliminating 
waste. After the old style, the condenser, cooker and dephlegma- 
tor are working side by side, each one by itself, causing unavoid- 
able loss. Only the heat carried by the condensate of the de- 
phlegmator and of the power machine is returned to the boiler. 

The new and ideal method is shown in cut 2, where cooker and 
drying cylinders are consecutively arranged. The condenser of the 
cooker sends the condensate back to the boiler, while the heat of 
waste liquor is utilized in warming the fresh liquor. The heat 
contained in the residue of rosin and lingnine cannot, as yet, be 
utilized. Should a mill, however, dry this residue to use it as 
fuel, the heat used in drying would be more than the heat con- 
tained in the residue. 

The writer claims that, even without utilizing the heat contained 
in the residue, the new method means a saving of about 50 per 
cent in heat. 


Financial Condition of German Paper Mills 

A compilation of the financial reports of 26 concerns comprising 
Germany’s paper and pulp industry, as published in Paper Gazette, 
shows a considerable reduction in dividends, compared with the 
two previous years. However, while the dividends, expressed in 
marks, decreased on the average about 30 per cent, this does not 
tell the whole tale, for the decrease in the value of the mark has 
to be taken into consideration in addition, 

According to the annual balance sheets of the corporations the 
results for 1919, just compiled, were as follows:

The average dividend amounted to 10.809 per cent. In addition 
to the dividend two companies paid a bonus, one, having a capital 
of 2,100,000 marks, paid a bonus of 10 and another, having a 
capital of 1,000,000 marks, paid a bonus of 28 per cent. 

Of the twenty-six companies engaged in the industry, twenty- 
two cleared a net profit of 15,710,417, after deducting for deteriora- 
tion, etc., while four companies had a combined loss of 6,004,520 
marks. 

During the two previous years no company had a loss, while 
the total gain of twenty-four companies in 1918 amounted to 20,- 
774,737 marks, and in 1917, in the case of twenty-six companies, 
to 26,413,368 marks:

The books of all companies show an abnormal increase in inven- 
tories and in outstanding bills. At the same time the floating 
debts have increased enormously. In spite of decreased write-offs 
for deterioration the net gain for 1919 decreased considerably. 
The companies that paid higher dividends and bonuses could do 
so only because they still had on hand materials bought at a lower 
rate than the present one.

TrADE COMMISSIONER VLADIMIR A, GERINGER, PRAGUE, CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


It is estimated that approximately 44.4 per cent of the paper 
produced in the former Austro-Hungarian Empire in 1913 was 
manufactured in the present territory of Czechoslovakia. Ac- 
cording to the data of the Czecho-Slovak Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry there are 234 Czecho-slovak concerns making paper 
and paper products; 85 mills make special grades of paper, 54 
make cardboard, and 76 make pulp (9 manufacture chemical pulp). 
Before the war al! these concerns employed about 17,000 work- 
men; at present almost 26,000 are employed. 


Production, Exports, and Imports of Paper 

In 1913, according to the statistics of F. Krawany, all the 
paper mills in Austria-Hungary .produced 427,915 metric tons of 
paper, of which 61,000 tons were exported. Since 27,000 tons 
were imported, the annual domestic consumption was about 394,- 
000 tons. It is estimated that in Bohemia, Moravia, Silesia, and 
Austria proper the consumption per head at that time was 25.13 
pounds, in Hungary (including Slovakia) 13.45 pounds, and in 
Bosnia 3.08 pounds annually. Figuring on this basis, Engineer 
Jan Dvoracek estimated at the beginning of April, 1920, the capita 
consumption in the Czecho-Slovak Republic at 22 pounds yearly 
and for the entire population in the Republic (based on the census 
of 1910, 13,811,655) about 140,000 metric tons. If only 190,000 
metric tons (i. e., 44.4 per cent of the 1913 Austro-Hungarian 
quantity) should be produced annually, there would be 50,000 
metric tons left for exportation. 

In view of the great demand for paper all over the world, 
Dvoracek strongly advocates the policy of not exporting wood 
suitable for pulp or paper (much of which was made into paper 
in Saxony and Bavaria), but to utilize it all in Czechoslovakia in 
the manufacture of paper. 

From April 15 to June 30, 1920, paper and paper products held 
the first place among the Czecho-Slovak exports, with a value of 
163,000,000 Czecho-Slovak crowns (during this period the value 
of the Czecho-Slovak crown fluctuated around 2 cents, United 
States currency, for 1 crown), according to the Narodni Listy 
of July 28. This clearly shows the significance of the paper in- 
dustry in the new Republic, which is fortunate’ in having great 
supplies of wood. (See report on the Czecho-Slovak wood re- 
sources published in Commerce Reports for June 29, 1920.) The 
paper exports for the year 1919, according to the Czecho-Slovak 
Statistical Bureau, were valued at 181,148,385 Czecho-Slovak 
<rowns, and the imports for the same year at 75,468,706 crowns. 
On the basis of weight 19,300 tons were exported in January, 
February, and March, 1920, of which Austria received 5,700 tons, 
Germany 3,400, Hungary 2,700, France 1,900, Italy 1,500, United 
States 1,000 tons, and the remainder went to other countries. Of 
the entire quantity exported there were 7,100 tons of printing 
paper, 6,500 tons of wrapping paper, 3,400 tons of cardboard, and 
437 tons of cigarette paper. During the same period there were 
4,450 metric tons of paper and paper products imported. In the 
month of April there were 6,877 tons exported and 2,142 tons im- 
ported. Because of the extensive domestic demand, no licenses for 
the exportation of paper were issued from March 19 to June 30, 
1920. Deliveries that were made during the period were on 
licenses issued prior thereto, 


Advance in the Prices of Paper 

The increased cost of raw materials and coal and higher wages 
have caused the prices to advance greatly. While the prices for 
news print in rolls in March, 1920, fluctuated between 5.10 and 5.45 
crowns per kilo (2.2 pounds), the prices at the time of writing are 
between 6.60 and 7.12 crowns. The average price for book paper 
is 12 crowns per kilo, for writing paper 20 crowns, better grades of 
ledger, record, and bond 22 to 24 crowns. Besides the grades al- 


ready named, tissue, toilet, blotting, cover, filter, copying, parch- 
ment, napkin, drawing, paraffin, coated, imitation leather and wall 
paper and strawboard are manufctured. 

While there is sufficient supply of wood the shortage of coal 
hampers the making thereof into pulp. Rosin and sulphur consti- 
tute quite an item among the raw materials imported by the in- 
dustry. Most of the sulphur has come from Spain, Serbia, Greece, 
and Italy. 


Output of the Larger Concerns 


The largest paper concern is the “Cesko-Krumlovske tovarny na 
strojni papir Hynek Spiro & synove” at Cesky Krumlov, employ- 
ing 1,000 workmen and producing 40,000 metric tons of paper, 
cardboard, and chemical pulp annually; the next in size is the 
“Vitavsky Mlyn bratri Poraku, akc, spol. tovaren papiru a lepenky” 
at Vitavsky Mlyn Sv. Prokop, employing 600 workmen and pro- 
ducing 29,000 metric tons of paper, cardboard, and chemical pulp. 
“Prvni Slovenska akc. spol. pro prumysl papirni,’ at Lekena 
(Ozoreny), and Pelke Slavosovce, employs 600 workmen and 
produces annually 29,000 metric tons of paper and chemical pulp. 
“Neusidelska akc. spolecnost pro vyrobu papiru,” at Ratimov 
(Silesia), and Plzen (Pilsen), employs 700 workmen and pro- 
duces 25,000 metric tons of cardboard and chemical pulp, “Akciova 
spolecnost tovaren papiru a cellulosy,” at Ruzomberok (Slova- 
kia), employs 750 workmen and produces 21,000 metric tons of 
paper and chemical pulp. “Akciova spolecnost papiroveho pru- 
myslu v Olsanech” (Papierindustrie Actien-Gesellschaft Olleschau) 
manufacturing fine grades of cigarette paper, tissue, copying 
paper and employing 450 workmen has recently increased its 
capital stock from three to six million crowns; “Akciova spolec- 
nost tovaren cellulosy” at Zilina (Trencin), Slovakia, employing 
400 workmen and producing about 17,000 metric tons of chemical 
pulp annually, has recently increased its stock capital from four 
to six million crowns. The profits have been considerable, for 
example, “Slovenska Papieren ucast. spol.” (Slovak Paper Stock 
Company, of Ruzomberok), according to the Narodni Listy, of 
Prague, at its annual meeting held on June 12, 1920, in its state- 
ment for the year 1919, showed net profits of 2,442,801 crowns 
on a capital stock of 2,500,000 crowns. A dividend of 125 crowns 
on the common stock (par value 500 crowns) was declared. One 
million crowns were set aside for reserve fund and depreciation. 
The Olleschau concern paid a dividend of 10 per cent for 1919; 
the “Harmanecke tovarny na papir akc. spol.,” in Slovakia, at its 
meeting held on June 13, 1920, showed in its annual statement 
that on an original capital of 4,000,000 crowns it has total resources 
of 24,440,722 crowns. According to the Prague Tagblatt of 
March 20, 1920, the “Neusidelska akc. spol.,” which had acquired 
the Piette cigarette paper factory at Plzen (Pilsen), also pur- 
chased the Piette mill at Freiheit. The Ruzomberok Cellulose 
factory has been kept in operation steadily and af its last annual 
meeténg declared a dividend of 12 per cent, as formerly. 


Increase in Price of Raw Cardboard 

The Stavebni Rozhledy (Building Review) in its July, 1920, 
issue stated that the price of raw cardboard for the manufacture 
of rodfing paper increased from 1,800 crowns per 10 metric tons 
in 1913 to 7,000 crowns in 1915, 9,000 crowns in 1916, 12,000 
crowns in 1917, 15,000 and 18,000 crowns in 1918, 22,000 crowns in 
the first half of 1919, and 25,00 crowns in the second half of 
1919; 30,000 crowns in February, 40,000 crowns in March, 50,000 
crowns in April, 60,000 crowns in May, and 70,000 crowns in 
June, 1920. It is calculated that for the making of 10 tons of 
raw cardboard, 12% tons of rags and cotton waste are necessary, 
and that the cost of labor, along with overhead expenses and 
profit, should be figured at 50 per cent of the cost of raw materials.

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PEAT YIELDING 20 PER CENT PAPER STOCK 


Beritrn, August 20, 1920.—“Peat, a friend in direst need!” 

This is the head of an article appearing in the Paper Gazette, 
written by its Brunswick correspondent. For the benefactor who 
discovered this friend in need is located in Brunswick. To be 
more specific, it is a benefactress who at last has solved the peat 
problem. At any rate, Mrs. Chr, Ubbelohde has obtained a 
numberof patents on the new process. A factory has already 
been built, at a limited scale-to begin with, producing the three 
materials so urgently needed by German industries; textile fibres, 
paper stock and fuel. 


Cost of Production 


According to the article the new machine produces textile fibres 
at 4 marks per kilogram, paper stock at 20 pfennigs per kilogram, 
and fuel in compressed cakes at 6 pfennigs per kilogram. At this 
rate it would cost about 9 marks to produce a hundredweight of 
paper stock, or about 20 cents in American money. This peat 
converting machine may be run in direct conjunction with a 
paper mill. Besides, it is claimed, the machine is making a 
fortune for its owner, according to conservative estimates and 
calculations given in detail. 

The Paper Gazette, commenting editorially on its correspondent’s 
article, says that all attempts to exploit peat in paper making 
had been failures up to the beginning of the war. During the 
war necessity forced the adoption of raw materials that other- 
wise would not have been considered available. The most im- 
portant question, according to the editor of the Gazette, will be 
the dephlegmation of the dissolved peat. Could this be done 
economically the problem would be solved, thinks the editor. Ac- 
cording to the inventor, the problem is solved. 

Employment of the principle of gravity is the fundamental idea 
of the new machinery, which leaves almost no waste, it is claimed, 
permits continuous running, turns over the converted material 
directly to adjoining machines turning out the finished product, 
such as yarn and paper, and even permits the re-employment of 
the water used in dissolving the peat. The fuel produced by the 
machine furnishes the power to run it. 

The peat, freshly cut, is first given a bath. With the aid of 
mechanical rakes it is thoroughly dissolved. This causes the 
textile fibres contained in peat to separate from the rest of the 
matter. Being lighter in weight, the textile fibres will float on 
the surface of the water, to be skimmed by mechanical ladles, 
while the heavier peat matter goes to the bottom of the tank. 

The textile fibres then receive another bath, removing any im- 
purities still clinging to them. They are next dephlegmated, then 
dried and conducted through cylinders that will remove the last 
remnant of humidity by pressure. They finally land in a shaker 
having a sieve for its bottom. Through this sieve any particles 
of dust still adhering will disappear. 


Quality of Fibre Obtained 


The fibres thus obtained retain their resistibility and firmness, 
a quality that was lost in the application of processes formerly 
used. They are purer and better dissolved than the old style 
product. The fibres are whiter and softer. The fibres, varying 
in length from 5 to 10 centimeters, are now ready to be spun, 
the same as any other textile fibre. 

The heavier parts of the peat, in the mean time, are extracted 
by sieves from the separating tank, and conducted in pipes to 
another tank which is divided into separate compartments of dif- 
ferent height. 

Here the principle of gravity is again employed. The lighter 
paper fibres, leaves and the bituminous slime, being also lighter, 
part company with the heavier ingredients of the peat, the heavier 
slime and the stem parts, and with the water are washed over 
the rims of the tanks. The heavier ingredients are collected at 


the bottom and by an elevator conducted into another tank, while 
the paper fibres and the bituminous slime are carried over a de- 
clining plane upon a fine rotating sieve: The dissolved slime will 
pass through the sieve while the paper fibres remain on top. 
Scrapers collect the paper stock and conduct it to a dephlegma- 
tion machine, if the stock is to be shipped to a distant paper 
mill. Otherwise the stock may enter immediately into the mixer 
of a paper making machine. The bituminous slime, with the 
water, runs over tank walls of different height, until finally clear 
water is obtained, the slime having settled at bottom in the form 
of a pappy, doughy stock. This “dough” is then mixed with 
the heavy substance obtained at the initial separation. The water 
is extracted by cylindric pressure, to a degree of about 40 per 
cent. The matter is then pulverized by an application of brushes. 
The dust thus obtained is then formed into compressed cakes, 
the same as lignite. Lignite cakes, as should be known, are the 
common fuel generally used in German households. The peat 
cakes have one important advantage over lignite .“briketts”; you 
do not soil your hand in touching them, 


Results Obtained 


According to the inventor the results obtained are as follows: 

1. Textile fibres, 3 per cent. 

2. Paper stock, 20 per cent. 

3. Fuel, 75 per cent. 

Another important advantage is claimed for the new process: 
it can be worked any time of the year and in any weather, as 
wet peat is being used. In processes employed heretofore the 
peat had to be dried first, limiting the work to the Summer 
months and to rainless days. 

To erect a plant as described above would cost 3 million marks _ 
of German money. The plant, in 24 hours, could convert 1,000 
cubic metres of bog, the latter containing dry substance to the 
amount of 15 per cent. According to the inventor’s figures the 
machine would thus produce in a day of 24 hours as follows: 

4,500 kilograms 
30,000 kilograms 
112,500 kilograms 

3,000 kilograms 


1. Textile fibres, 3 per cent 
2. Paper stock, 20 per cent 
3. Fuel, 75 per cent 

Waste, 2 per cent 


150,000 kilograms 

Using the prices of the finished product, given above, as a basis, 
the annual income of the machine would be 9,200,000 marks, while 
the cost of original peat, transportation, wages and salaries, fuel 
(although furnished by the machine its cost has to be plaeed on 
the debit side) repair and deterioration would amount to 2,750,- 
000 marks, thus leaving a clear profit of over 6 million marks 
annually. 

The textile fibre, besides being valuable as material for cloth, 
may also be used in manufacturing insulation. Instead of con- 
verting the residue into fuel cakes the matter may also be used as 
building material. Interior walls made of this material are said 
to be pre-eminently durable and, therefore, of particular value in 
view of the shortage of dwellings, caused by the high cost of 
building material. 

The inventor wants to interest capitalists in the exploitation of 
the new machinery.

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New York Market Review 


Orrice of THE Paper Trape JouRNAL, 
Wepnespay, September 22, 1920. 


The lull which has been extant throughout the entire paper 
market for the past month is still prevailing and thus buyers are 
a little hesitant about placing large contracts. Everyone is wait- 
ing to see which way things are going to turn before opening up 
very strongly on the fall business, but paper men all expect that 
there will be a definite swing in one direction or another shortly 
and the usual autumn boom will be in progress. 

News print continues to be an interesting feature. Statements 
have been made that the present price is unjustified and that the 
shortage is artificial. As nearly as it is possible to ascertain by 
going about among the trade in this city there is nothing artificial 
about the scarcity of news print nor is anyone holding or attempt- 
ing to force the market. The whole economic field of this country 
is in.a most abnormal state and news print is no exception to the 
general rule, but there is no reason to believe that the unusual 
situation which is to be found in this market is to be attributed 
to anything more than the operation of ordinary economic laws. 

Much interest has been shown in recent importations of this 
stock and consumers are anxious to know whether there is any 
chance of these relieving the situation. The Scandinavian news 
print which has been coming in does not appear to be of as high 
quality as the domestic and this has also been true of some of the 
Finnish stock. The German article has only been present 
in the market for a short time so that it is not possible to pass any 
kind of a judgment on it as yet. The general opinion seems to be, 
thhowever, that it is of satisfactory quality and that if Germany 
were able to produce large quantities and ship them over here, 
which is doubtful, it might relieve the situation a great deal. 


Mechanical Pulp 


Mechanical pulp has just about been holding its own. The price 
‘has been falling off for the past month, but it looks now as though 
this were not indicative of any very great slump. There has been 
a slight increase in the supply owing, it is said, to an improvement 
in water conditions in Northern New York and also to the better- 
ment of the railroad situation. There is every reason to believe, 
however, that the price is going to take another rise when the win- 
ter comes with a consequent difficulty in shipping conditions. It is 
now thought that the present price will prevail for the next month 
or so, if not a little longer. 


Chemical Pulp 


Here too there has been an easing off in the past couple of weeks 
owing to recent large importations of Finnish pulp, particularly 
news sulphite. This stock is able to undersell the domestic in 
spite of the fact that it is practically air dry and requires much 
‘more beating than the native pulp which is from fifty to forty-five 
per cent wet. There is not enough of this stock arriving at present 
to cause any great drop in the price of pulp, but it is thought that 
there is sufficient to keep the price about where it is for the en- 
suing months, 

Domestic and Foreign Rags 

Domestic rags have been in great demand but at present they 
are a little bit quieter. The demand has not eased off enough to 
slow things up appreciably, but it has let up just enough to give 
the dealers a chance to catch their breath for the opening of the 
fall business. All grades of whites seem to appeal the most to 
buyers, but most of the others continue to be strong. 


Old Rope and Bagging 


Old rope and bagging are still going along at the same pace at 
which they have been traveling for the last two months. The 
demand is not so good as it is in other quarters of the market, but 
dealers -exort a good business and do not seem to be suffering from 


any anxiety. It is probable that things will be a good deal livelier 
next week when the mills begin to buy their winter supplies. 


Waste Paper 


There has been a constantly increasing demand in this field for 
three weeks now, All kinds of shavings are booming with no 
signs of falling off at all. The other grades, too, are going strong 
and everything points to a lively fall business. 


Twine 
Twine is about the same as old rope and bagging. The demand 
is good but not extraordinarily so. Business is going along as 


usual and prices are all holding quite firm with no prospect of a 
very great change in either direction for some time.

Conversion of Old Paper Into Cellulose 


The French paper trade journal, La Papeterie, says a new process 
has been invented and patented which converts old paper into 
cellulose. This refers particularly to paper in the making of which 
wood pulp has been used. The old paper is cut up into pieces 
of the desired size and then given a bath in an alkaline lye heated 
to less than 100 degrees C. The bath removes all trace of color 
and printer’s ink. Thereupon follows a chemical treatment for 
the purpose of removing the incrustation of the fibres. A variety 
of chemicals are available for this purpose.

Miscellaneous Markets

ALUM.—There seems to be little hope of the chemical market 
as a whole easing up any and alum is no exception to the general 
rule. The mills in all portions of the market are overtaxed so 
much that even were they running at 100 per cent capacity, 
which most of them are not, they would be unable to meet the 
growing demand. No drop is expected in alum in the near future 
and it is difficult to say what will happen during the next year. 
The price is still quoted at 5@5.50 cents for lump, 5.50@6 cents 
per pound for the ground and 5.50@6.50 cents a pound for the 
powdered. 

BLANC FIXE—Blanc fixe also is representative of the un- 
settled condition of the whole chemical market. There is next to 
none of the stock in the open market and it is difficult for new 
customers to make contracts except for very long terms at prices 
prevailing at time of shipment. There has been and still is a 
good deal of trouble in getting proper containers for the ship- 
ment of this material. The price is now about $100@110 per 
ton in large shipments. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—This article is so scarce that one 
large company has stopped dealing in it entirely for the balance 
of the year. There is none on spot and the price when there is 
any on hand is largely regulated by the amount the purchaser 
is able to pay, however, dealers would probably not ask an old 
customer much over 6 cents a pound for it although the smaller 
buyers are having the greatest difficulty in getting any at all. 

BRIMSTONE.—The supply of brimstone appears to be just 
about sufficient to meet the demand. There is not a great deal 
in the open market, but it is possible to secure small lots there. 
‘The price has remained fairly level at $17 per ton at the mines. 

CASEIN.—Dealers all unite in the belief that this commodity 
is due to rise in price within three months and this is in spite 
of the general easing up of transportation difficulties. The supply 
from Argentine is short and this will surely be felt within a very 
short time in this market. At present the supply seems to be 
keeping pace with the demand but it is doubtful whether it can 
continue to do so. The present price is around 15@15.50 cents 
in large shipments. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—There is some spot caustic soda in middle 
hands but not a very large quantity. Manufacturers are mostly 
sold up for the balance of the year. The mills are having strike 
difficulties and this will of course be likely to send the price up a 
little more. At present it is selling for from 5@5.50 cents per 
pound. 

CHINA CLAY.—The South has been suffering from a very 
bad car shortage and it is by no means fully recovered yet. This 
is especially hard on the domestic china clay men since most of 
the mines are located in this portion of the country. In addition 
to this many of the available cars are being used to carry the 
agricultural harvest thus making the situation even more strained. 
Prices are reported as follows: Domestic, unwashed $9@12 per 
ton, washed $13@15; imported runs from $19@20 on the basis 
of large shipments. 

ROSIN.—For the past few weeks there has been a steady de- 
cline in the price of rosin owing to a falling off in demand 
through the South. More of the material has been coming to New 
York instead of to Baltimore and Philadelphia as before so that 
this market is well supplied. Prices on E, F and G grades are 
reported as about $12 per ton. 

SODA ASH.—Soda ash also has been falling off a little and 
there is a little more to be obtained although it is not yet plentiful. 
There is a small quantity in middle hands, but the manufacturers 
are sold up until the first of next year. It is fortunate that the 
demand has become somewhat easier thus bringing the price down

a trifle. It is now quoted at about 2.75@2.85 cents per pound 
in large shipments. 

STARCH.—Starch has been holding very firm. The demand 
has not fallen off any more and the supply is more than able to 
keep pace with it. There has been no change for the past two 
weeks, 

SULPHITE OF ALUMINA—Sulphate of alumina is still very 
scarce and at a premium when it can be procured. The demand 
is holding out as strong as ever while the supply is only about 
one-half of normal. 

TALC—The car shortage is still affecting this market to a 
very marked degree, but the condition is not nearly so serious 
as it has been in the past. The price is still $18@20 per ton 
f. o. b. mines.
